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KAIL W AY DISASTERS. 
Two C ollisions w hich w ere A ttended by 
L oss of L ife. 
P i t t b b u r g , November 14 h. —The second 
section of the Western express on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad collided with the 
East-nound express train at New Florence, 
Pa., this morning. The wreck took fire 
and one Pullman was burned. T wo per­ 
sons were killed and eleven injured. 
The killed were: Henry D. Minot of 
Boston and Mis. S. H. Angelí of Wash­ 
ington. 
The accident was between two sections 
of the Western express, which left New 
York last evening, and was cansed by a 
fog which prevented the engineer of the 
second section from seeing the first section 
in time to stop. The first section was 
made up of Pullman sleepers and day 
coaches. The second section was composed 
of baggage, express and mail cars. The 
first section was behind lime. The second 
section crashed into the sleeper Biscay, 
telescoping it ten to twelve feet. Thesleeper 
oaught fire and was nearly destroyed. The 
Achetes, the next eleeper, was thrown from 
the track. The scene following the colli­ 
sion was exciting in the extreme. The 
passengers became panic-stricken, and in 
their efforts to get out broke the windows 
and crawled through. 
As quickly as possible the passengers in 
the unfortunate Biscay were removed, 
when it wa9 lound that two were killed 
outright and eighteen more or less seri­ 
ously injured. At least fourof the injured, 
it is thought, will die. Toey were con­ 
veyed to houses in the vicinity. 
The uninjured arrived in this city shortly 
before noon.

Shippers H urrying Forw ard T heir E ast­ 
ern Consignments. 
N e w Y o r k , November 14th.—Despits 
the assertions of Pacific coast papers of a 
large supply of California raisins and 
prunes, the fact is denied here and it is re­ 
poned that several packers are making 
cash settlements on three brands. Prunes 
sold ahead early in the season, instead of 
guaranteeing deliveries later on. It is said 
nearly everything in the line of first-class 
raisins and prunes that arrives goes for de­ 
livery on back orders, but buyers are very 
exacting, and reject goods not up to expec­ 
tations. 
California, hurrying forward her products 
In fulfillment oi contracts, canses some 
pressure in shipments, but many lines of 
produce packed for winter and spring use 
are yet to be made, and it is advancing 
close to the uncertain season for transporta­ 
tion. The Sunset route by way of New 
Orleans put three steamers on these spe­ 
cialties to arrive this week. Two are here 
and the other will be due Saturday. Within 
two day9 there have been delivered here 
1.389 bale9 of wool, 1,524 bales of hops, 
19,638 boxes of raisins, 9,480 cases and 
sacks of dried fruit and prunes, and 20,000 
cases canned goods. Most of the raisins 
were consigned directly to New England.

RAILRO AD EARNINGS. 
Jay Gould T ells W hy they H ave D e­ 
creased of Late. 
N ew Y ork, November 14th.—In the Sun 
to-morrow will appear a letter addressed 
to the editor from Jay Gould, in which the 
writer says there are groups of roads 
known as the Western and Southern sys­ 
tems, traversing the most fertile and rap­ 
idly-developing territory of the United 
States, and that the stock and bonds of 
these properties is held by thousands of 
investors in the East, and npon the pros­ 
perity of these roads maov small investors 
depend lor their dividends upon which to 
live."Something over ten months ago," writes 
Gould, "during a period of great depres­ 
sion, three great banking houses invited 
the Presidents of these roads to meet. ^The 
result of that meeting wa9 the formation 
of a so-called ‘President’s agreement,’ and 
it may interest you to know wbat the dif­ 
ference in the net earnings of this group 
of roads was between the rates which were 
established end m a iu te i; ed for several 
months after that agreement, and the rates 
that prevailed under the -'ose and disor­ 
ganized state of affairs that existed since 
the agreement was broken. 
“I estimate the total number of tons 
moved one mile annually by this group to 
be sixteen billions. The Auditor of one of 
these roads furnished me a statement show­ 
ing me the difference betweeu the rates 


under Presidents’ agreement aad the pres­ 
ent rates, which amounts to an increase of 
1 4 10 mill9 per ton per mile. Applying 
this difference of 1 4 10 mills to the sixteen 
billion gross annual tons per one mile gives 
the startling figure of $‘22.400,000 annual 
decrease in the net earnings of this system 
of roads, as between their operation under 
the Presidents’ agreement and the loose 
methods now prevailing under this condi­ 
tion of things. 
‘ It is hoped that the bankers can he in­ 
duced to cáU the Presidents together again, 
with the assurance that they have the 
whole mass of iuvestors behind them.” 


CAUSE O F TEM PERANCE. 
A nnual C onvention of th e N ational W . 
C. T. U. 
A t l a n t a (Ga.), November 14th.—The 
National Convention of the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union began here 
this afternoon, President Frances E. Wil­ 
lard presiding. A public meeting was held 
to night, at which Miss Willard celivered 
the annual address. It is lengthy, covering 
107 psges. It dealt with the year’s work, 
and declared the Women’s Christian Tem­ 
perance Union to be now closing its best 
year's and one of its largest increase íh 
membership. It asserted that the original 
package decision resulted iu the most help­ 
ful temperance agitation of the year. It 
declared against high license, and for pro­ 
hibition by law, by politics and by the 
women's ballot. 
Miss Willard said: "We women want 
one half of the woild—an undivided half.” 
She advised the organization of a Wom­ 
en’s Council in every town, to ba com­ 
posed of the Presidents of the various so­ 
cieties engaged in women's work, this to be 
sor; of clearing-house of their work. By 
such unification of the women's enterprise 
it will be practicable to build a women’s 
temple in every town to serve as a rendez­ 
vous for their varied pbilaatbropic work, 
and by its rental to help carry that work 
forward. 
"February 15th to 18th next has been set 
for the first regular meeting of the Women's 
National Council at Cincinnati, and the 
National W. C. T. U. Is invited to send rep­ 
resentative women who shall speak in its 
behalf. Let us name a day for a general 
movement all over the land for a member­ 
ship crusade. Let the local Unions divide 
in twos and threes, starting out early in the 
morning and continuing until evening, 
canvassing for new members and leaving 
literature in each home. The thought that 
hundreds of thousands of women the 
world over are doing missionary work the 
same day will give faith, courage and suc­ 
cess." 
Miss Willard asked that the Convention 
vote on such a day for next year, also on 
the question of a petition from women of 
the civilized world to the Czar against po­ 
litical prisoners being classed with those 
guilty of crimes, and against their being 
treated with so much harshness. 
The business of the Convention begins 
to-morrow.

W a s h in g t o n , November 14:h.—Blaine 
has not been distraced from his work outfie 
reciprocity plan by the excitement of the 
election, and he may give his party some 
things to consider before the next session 
of Congress has ended, which will relieve 
them somewhat from the depressing effect 
of the election just passed It is .believed 
that the reciprocity plant of Biaine’s. with 
a little hot house treatment at this time, is 
going to bad and blossom and beir fruit. 
It is noted of Biaine that when he takes 
hold of a thing he does it in earnest. He 
has a leeway from Dow until 1S92 for nego­ 
tiations with the 8panisb American nations 
for reciprocity, but he is at work on the 
matter now as if they were things to be ac­ 
complished at once. He is secluding him- 
stif from the public to a great extent, and 
is devoting Dearly a ll his time to work on 
his plaD , which it ¡9 said he believes will 
be the salvation of the party, and which 
will certainly make him the great man of 
the party if successful. 
He would probably prefer the fame of 
having developed our trade on the other 
continent and giving a new impulse to our 
national prosperity, to that of being Presi­ 
dent. 
Doubtless Blaine saw the cyclone com­ 
ing, and he devoted himself more earnestly 
to his task of preparing the metros of es­ 
cape from the lasting injury, and within 
the past two weeks he has had the east 
diuiug-room at his house fitted up as an 
office aDd c- nsulting room, and many times 
a day be has received visits there from 
diplomatic representatives of the Spanish- 
American Republics. He has denied him­ 
, self to other callers, and has devoted him­ 
self to conferences with these diplomats, and 
it may be assumed that these conferences 
have not been fruitless, since all the parties 
to them have had practically the same ob­ 
ject in view. 
The presence at Washington of Pitkin, 
our Minister to the Argentine Republic, 
and Conger, our Minister to Brazil, are not 
witfiout significance. There are reasons 
why negotiations with the Argentine 
might be conducted at Buenos Ayres, and 
this makes it important that our Minister 
there should confer personally with the 
Secretary of State after haviDg been in 
conference with the Argentine Govern­ 
ment. 
Negotiations with Brazil have probably 
advanced further than any others. Senor 
Salvador De Mendonca, Special Envoy Ex­ 
traordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
to this country from Brazil, has cone home, 
taking with him some important papers. 
He will be gone jnst about as long as it 
will take for him to get down there, have 
the treaty signed and get back again. Be­ 
fore Congress has been in session a month 
the Senate will probably have a treaty with 
Brazil to consider. 
The progress of friendship and associa­ 
tion with Peru aBd Colombia is satisfactory 
also, but it is thought that we may not be 
making as much progress with Chile. 
Chile is not as cordial in its love of the 
United States as some of the other Span- 
ish-Aiuerican Dations. In Cuba there is a 
tremendous agitation of the question of 
reciprocity with the United States. Just 
what is the dispo.-ition at Madrid is yet to 
be found out. There has been a change in 
the Cabinet there, and the new Spanish 
Minister here was presented to the Presi­ 
dent to-day. Our Minister to Spain, Grubb, 
is on his way to Spain, having full instruc­ 
tions in his carpet bag. 
The Governor Genera! of Cuba b38 called 
the Chairmen of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, Economic Society, Union of Cigar 
Manufacturers, aid Board of Trade of 
Havana to the Palace, and conveyed to 
them a communication from the Govern­ 
ment at Madrid, asking them to send to 
Madrid, in union with the Chamber of 
Commerce at Santiago de Cuba, delegates 
representing each body, to give the Foreign 
Office their views on the subject. These 
commercial bodies will act upon their re­ 
quest, and throughout Cuba there is great 
enthusiasm in favor of reciprocity. 
CUBA FAVORS IT. 
W a s h in g t o n , November 14th.—The De­ 
partment of State has received a dispatch 
from Consul-General Williams, at Havana, 
stating that the Chairmen of the various 
business associations have been requested 
by the Government to appoint a committee 
to go to Spain aDd report their views upon 
the negotiation of a reciprocity treaty with 
the United States. 
He also incloses a translation from an 
editorial of a leading Havana paper 
stronely favoring reciprocity, and taking 
to task the Spanish Government for pro­ 
nouncing the petitions from Cuba impru­ 
dent, and as " tending to encourage the 
Yankees to be more exacting.” The edi­ 
torial goes on to say that the United States 
Government is in possession of most exact 
information concerning Cuban affairs, and 
that information in possession of Secre­ 
tary Blaine is of so decisive a character as 
to enable him to say to Spain : “ Agree, as 
is just, to my policy of commercial reci­ 
procity, or I will sink the sugar planta­ 
tions of Cuba.” 
The editorial adds that the day this 
prime industry is lost, all minor industries 
will be lost with it. All other industries, 
it says, live and tiourish because we plant 
cane to make sugar and sell it to the 
United States. Blaiue knows this, and 
acts accordingly. Our campaign had to be 
undertaken.

AM ERICAN TAR IFF. 


A d E nglishm an's O pinion of Its Effect on 
C om m erce, 
L o n d o n , November 14th.—Sir Lyon 
riavfair, in a speech at Leeds last night, 
dwelt at great length on the tariff policy of 
the United States. He cited a host of sta­ 
tistics to show that the consumers always 
paid the extra duty. The effects of the tar­ 
iff will be disastrous to American agricult­ 
ure.He declared that Canada will be able to 
supply Great Britain with all the food she 
now gets Iron» the United States. If Can­ 
ada wonld reconstruct her tariff on revenue 
principles, Europe and Asia would con­ 
tribute to her future commercial prosper­ 
ity.Referring to the meat inspection bill of 
America, he declared that the empowering 
of the President to boycott nations was an 
act unworthy of a great nation. The boy­ 
cott lias nevtr hitherto been recognized by 
international law. He considered the reci­ 
procity clause in the McKinley bill a safety 
valve to prevent the high pressure from 
doing up protection. Already there were 
signs in Germany, Italy and elsewhere of 
fi tmes of distress in the protection camps. 
Though England might be injured fur a 
year or two by the United States tariff leg­ 
islation, he hoped she would not dream of 
rep risals. 
r. Thc Timet, is a long editorial, says that 
Sir Lyon's speech is the most complete ex­ 
posure yet published on either side of the 
Atlantic "f ihe absurdity of the McKinley 
tariff. The opponents of high protective 
duties, it says, could hardiy do better than 
to circulate his dispassionate argument 
among the American electorate before the 
next contest for control of the Executive 
cower. 


W a s h in g t o n .November 14th.—-Some in­ 
teresting remarks bearing upon reciprocity 
were exchanged to day on the occasion of 
the reception of Senor Gnanes, the new 
Spanish Minister to the United States, by 
President Harrison.

SUGAR BEET INDUSTRY. 


Som e V aluable Suggestions from the D e­ 
partm ent of A griculture. 
W a s h in g t o n , November 14!h.—An Ex­ 
periment Station bulletin on beet sugar, 
issued, by the Agricultural Department, 
says: The various processes for the extrac­ 
tion of sugar from beets, and the best meth­ 
ods of clarifying the juice aud evaporating 
it, and for separating the sngar from the 
molasses, are thoroughly well understood. 


and are no longer legitimate subjects for 
public experiment. The great problem in 
this CGun'ry is the agricultural one—the 
selection of suitable soil, the finding of a 
proper climatic condition and instruction 
in the method of planting. The cultivation 
and harvesting of beets are ail matters of 
vital impor ance. Without a careful study 
of these subjects, and without a proper 
knowledge thereof, it will be a hopeless 
task to introduce a successful beet Bugar in­ 
dustry into tifis country. 
One of the great dangers to lie avoided is 
the formation of hasty conc'usions in re­ 
gard to the proper localities for the produc­ 
tion of the sugar beet. It hss been ionnd 
in general that the coa9t valleys of Califor­ 
nia, and probably a large area near the 
coast in Oregon and Washington, certain 
parts of the Dakotas and Nebraska, locali­ 
ties in Minnesota, Iowa. W-.sconsin and 
Michigan, and parts of Northern Illinois, 
Indiana, Ofiio and New York, present fa. 
vorable conditions for sugar beet cultute 
But in localities thus broadly intimated 
there are certain restricted areas most suita­ 
ble to the sugar beet, and it is only these 
restricted areas to which we must look for 
success. 
The fact in one locality, for instance, in 
Nebraska good sugar beets can be produced 
would be no warrant whatever for assum­ 
ing that all parts of the State were equally 
suitable for this purpose, and this remark 
may be app’iei to every one of the States 
mentioned above. If the sugar beet is to 
succeed in this country, this success must 
come from sharp competition with the 
same industry iu older countries, where the 
conditions are better understood and where 
the localities have been selected by long and 
often costly experience. 
It must also compete with the sugar cane 
industry, br.th of this conntry and of the 
tropical countries, and for this reason we 
can only expect it to survive in those local­ 
ities where soil aud climatic ccndiiiocs, 
proximity of fuel, cheapness of labor and 
other favorable environments are found.

BUKF.AU OF EQ UIPM ENT. 
A nnual R eport o f C om m odore D ew ey on 
N aval Affairs. 
W a s h in g t o n , November 14th.—Commo­ 
dore Dewey, Chief of the Bureau of Equip­ 
ment, in his annual report, says : During 
the past fiscal year sixty-five vessels have 
been wholly or "partially equipped, at a cost 
of $593 986. and coal has been purchased at 
a cost of $451,693. 
Commodore Dtwey says the lighting ol 
ships-of-war by electricity, inaugurated by 
this Government, has now become so essen­ 
tial that no war ship is considered complete 
which is not so lighted. 
Special attention was given the past year 
to the subject of means of interior com­ 
munication on shipboard, and a telephone 
system will soon be added, experimentally, 
to other devices on one of the new cruisers. 
The most notable feature in connection 
with the extensive telegraphic time service 
which has become established and is appar­ 
ently indisptnsible as a commercial factor 
centering at tfie Naval Observatory, has 
been the concerted attack upon the preval­ 
ent system by a large number of observa­ 
tories located throughout the United States, 
the object being to break up the system, in 
order that the time, which is now furnished 
without cost from the Naval Observatory, 
may be distributed and charged for at these 
minor observatories as a means of con­ 
tributing to their maintenance. 
E astern W eather. 
W a s h in g t o n , November 14th.— The 
storm central yesterday over Lake Su­ 
perior, moved to the mouth of the 8t. Law­ 
rence, an offshoot of this storm developing 
from Nebraska to Texas. This off-shoot 
divided the clearing condition which 
yesterday extended from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic, one portion being central on the 
Middle Ailantic Coast, the other on the 
North Pacific Coast. A cyclone of slight 
intensity appeers to be developing in the 
Gulf. Rsiu has fallen on the South At­ 
lantic coast aud in the Eastern Gulf States. 
The temperature has fallen in tire extreme 
Northwest, the Upper Lake region and the 
Middle Gulf States, and, generally, it has 
risen elsewhere. 
THE TEMPERATURE. 
C h ic a g o . November 14 h.—The tempera­ 
ture at 8 o’clock this morning was reported 
as follows: Chicago 40°, New York 42°, St.

TH E BARTTELOT SCANDAL. 
Mrs. Jam eson and Bonny Throw M ore 
Light on th e Subject. 
L o n d o n, November 14‘.h.—Mrs. Jameson 
writes to the papers the following letter, 
written by her husband to Sir William Mc- 
Kennon, "after Assad Farran’s story had 
been told, entering a vigorous denial of its 
truth : In the letter Jameson says he was 
deceived. He saw a curious native dance, 
which Tippo Tib told him was usually fol­ 
lowed oy a cannibal fea9t. 
He was skeptical, whereupon another 
Arab told him (Jameson) to give him a bit 
of cloth and he wonld see. Jameson 
thought this a trick to obtain the gift, but 
gave the Arabs six handkerchiefs. A girl 
was dragged out and murdered before he 
knew what was going on. He made no 
sketches at the time, but made them that 
evening in h¡9 tent. 
Jameson goes on to tell of the disreput­ 
able character of Assad, and incloses a re­ 
traction from that chief, in which he says 
the story about buying the girl was misun­ 
derstood. 
Mrs. Jameson adds that her hnsband was 
about to take further steps to clear himself, 
when stricken bv a fatal fever. 
Bonny's official report is also printed. 
In the course of it he severely criticizes the 
management of Jameson and Barttelot. 
They endeavored to hamper him (Bonny) 
in various ways. He says the march from 
Yambuya to Unaria was delayed con­ 
stantly by bluster, swagger and bad man­ 
agement. 
* 
Speaking of the serions losses of arms 
and stores, he says: “Daring the twenty- 
four days of Bsrttelot's absence, when he 
(Bonny) was in charge, they never lost a 
man or a load, and traveled quicker. By 
Barttelot's bad management the loads were 
afterward scattered all over the district and 
many of them looted. 
In Bonnv’s letter to Barttelot's father, 
telling of the Major bringing chains from 
Stanley Falls for the slaves, he says: 
"You may not like to hear this, but the 
facts are in possession of the Congo State 
authorities, aud you had best be prepared 
to meet auy statement.” 
Iu concluding his letter to Stanley, Bon­ 
ny says that, reviewing all events, he be­ 
lieves Barttelot was insane.

He R em ains Fir . to the Last and D e­ 
clares H is Innocence. 
Wocdstock (0 ..t). November 14th.—J. 
R. Burchell, the youcg Englishman who 
murdered his fellow countryman, F. C. 
Benwell, in a swamp near Eastwood sta­ 
tion cn February 17th las', was hanged 
here at S.29 o’clock this morning in the jiii 
yard. 
Burchtli bore up bravely during the try­ 
ing ordeal, and showed no signs of weak­ 
ness His wife visited the jail at midnight 
aud bad a last sorrowful interview with 
him. The poor woman exhorted him to 
aiike a fu l confession, bnt he steadfastly 
refused. He told her that he did not kill 
Benwell. but he refused to give her any 
further information. 
A deputy remained in the cell during the 
interview to see that Mrs Burchell did not 
pass anything to her husband. He had 
remained so calm and cool when the 
preparations were being made for the exe­ 
cution that it was feared he might attempt 
to cheat the gallows. He wanted to kiss 
bis wife, but the deputy would not allow 
him, fearing she might have a capsule con­ 
taining poison in her mouth and pass it to 
him when their lips met. The strain on 
Mrs. Burcheil’s nerves was so great that 
she became hysterical and physicians had 
to be summoned to attend to her. 
Burchell paesed his last night quietly, 
and seemed amused when one of the depu­ 
ties, who was trying to keep his nerves 
steady by frequent libations, got boister­ 
ously drunk and declared his intention of 
cleaning out ihe whole jail. His wife Igft 
him at 1 o’clock this morning. 
Burchell slept but little during the night, 
but his demeanor remained unchanged. 
I^e talked freely with the death wa'ch and 
said that it was hard to die for a crime be 
never committed. He seemed to fear that 
after his death some one would publish a 
bogus confession, and that bo hered him 
more than the thought of hanging. 
bu f.c h e l l ' s la st s t a t e m e n t. 
To guard against any such confession be­ 
ing printed and believed by those who 
might read it, he wrote the following 
card : 
W oodstock J a il. 
If after my death there shall appear in the 
press or in any other manner whatsoever any 
confession that I had any hand in the murder 
of F. C. Benwell, or any personal knowledge oí 
the said murder, with intent or malice alore- 
thought, or any personal connection with the 
murder of the 17th of February or any other 
day, or any knowledge that any such murder 
was likely to be committed, or any statement 
further than auy that I may have made public 
previous to this date, I hand this statement to 
George I’erry, of Woodstock, Ontario, that he 
may know that any confessions or partial con­ 
fessions are entirely fictitious and in no way 
ever written by me. Neither did they emanate 
from me in any way whatsoever to any person, 
and the whole is fictitious and without a word 
of truth. This likewise applies to my story in 
the maiD, in which I have made no confession 
or nartial confession. This holds good through­ 
out, 
J. R. Burchell. 
Burcheil seemed more contented than 
ever bpfore when he knew that his last 
statement was in the hands of his friend. 
The hours pas.-ed siowly away, and when 6 
o’clock came Burchell said that he would 
like a light breakfast. A tasty meal was 
brought to him, but he only partook of it 
sparingly. 
When'he got up from the table hecalmly 
prepared for the execution. He removed 
his starched collar, white shirt and neck­ 
tie, and pat on a soft white-flannel shirt. 
He would not wear a starched shirt or col­ 
lar, for he said it might interfere with the 
executioner when tfie rope was being 
placed about his neck. He askel. how­ 
ever, that after he was hanged the flannel 
shirt be replaced by a white snirt and col­ 
lar and black tie. 
t h e e x e c u t io n . 
W oodstock (Ont.), November I4th.—A 
large crowd commenced to gather around 
the jail abcut 9:30 o’clock, and those who 
had permits anxiously waited to be admit­ 
ted. Among those invited to attend the 
execution were press representatives from 
all over Canada and ihe United States. 
The doors of the jail were thrown open 
at 7:30 o’clock, and about 150 people were 
allowed to pass into the yard where the 
scaffold was erected. The executioner ar 
rived teD minutes later and examined the 
scaffold to see if everything was in readi­ 
ness. It wes a rough-looking machine of 
death. It was made of three pieces of tim­ 
ber six inches square. Two uoright were 
sunk in the ground and the third limber 
was firmly bolted to them on top. To the 
crossbeam was attached a set of pulleys, 
through which the rope ran. A canister 
shot weighing 350 pounds was attached to 
one end of the rope aud held four feet above 
the ground by another cord fastened to a 
staple in the timber. By cutting the cord 
the weight fails and jerks the condemned 
man upward abont five feet, with sufficient 
force generally to break the neck. 
After satisfying himself that the scaffold 
was all in order the executioner passed into 
the jail and paced up and down the rotunda 
until 8:25 o'clock, when night guard Midg- 
ley gave him the signal to proceed to the 
condemned cell. 
Rural Dean Wade, in snowy white sur­ 
plice and reading the church of England 
service for the dyiDg, led the march to the 
scaffold, Dr. Chamberlain, A. D. Stewart 
and Deputy Sheriff" Perry following close 
behind with bowed heads. 
Burchell 
came next with steady step. 
His 
face was as pale and bloodless as a 
piece of marble, but not a tremor was 
noticeable. His eyes were bright, fearless 
and resolute, and his mouth closed with 
the fixity of death. 
When within fifteen feet of the gallows 
the party halted, and in clear but solemn 
tones the clergyman read the Anglican 
service. 
A death like si.'ence fell over the crowd 
of spectators and their face3 became as 
pallid as that of the doomed man. 
Burchell remained firm, with his eyes 
fixed on the clear blue sky overhead, but 
his eyes had lost their frivolity. The 
lively, careless spirit he showed durmg his 
confinement was gone. 
After a time he turned his eyes towards 
the priest, and seemed to listen with wrapt 
attention to the words he read. The strain 
on his nerves was terrible, but he did not 
display fear. When the words "dust to 
dust” were read by the clergyman Burchell 
stepped forward at a brisk pace and took 
his place nnder the scaffold. 
He turned his face to the sonth and 
gazed calmly at the crowd. Not a word or 
murmur escaped his lips. He took his 
friend Leetham's hands in his and kissed 
him fondly. The executioner stepped for­ 
ward as Leetham drew back aud adjusted 
the straps round Burcheil’s legs just above 
the knees. The clergyman then took the 
doomed man by the hand, and. after kiss­ 
ing him, whispered a few words of consola­ 
tion in his ear. 
It was but the work of an instant to ihen 
place the rope around his neck. The spec­ 
tators held iheir breaths and some of them 
closed their eyes to shut out the terrible 
sight. Their nerves had failed them at the 
last moment. 
"Deliver us from evil,” prayed the clergy­ 
man. A second later Burchell had gone to 
face his Maker, for these words were the 
signal for the executioner to cut the rope 
holding the weight in place. 
The weight tell like a flash and sank six 
cr eight inches in the soft, green sward. 


Burcbell's bedy was jerked fully five feet 
into the air anu swayed violently. He had 
been standing close to one of the uprights 
and the jerk of the rope drew the body 
first obliquely and then up. When the 
body steaaied it was noticed that there 
were some alight convulsions. The haDds 
twitched slightly, and the knees were 
drawn up towards the chin. The chest 
moved convulsively as if Burchell was 
strangling. 
The weight was cut loose at 8:29 o’clock; 
a miDUte and a half later the convulsions 
ceased, and at 8:35 o’clock life was de­ 
clared extinct. The body was then low­ 
ered into a coffin, and Dr. Chamberlain 
gave it as his opinion that Burcheil’s neck 
had been broken. Such was not the case, 
however, for a post mortem showed that 
the uufortun&te murderer died of strangu­ 
lation. The remains will be buried in the 
jail-yard. 
Burchell remained true to his promise 
not to taiE at tne scaffold. He said that it 
would only be making it more painful for 
ail concerned. After leaving the ceil be 
never spoke unless he muttered a word to 
his friend and the clergyman when he 
kissed them good-by.

CALIFORNIA AND COAST. 


D escription of the Lym ph Used by P ro­ 
fessor K och 
B e r l in , November 14;h.— I’rofessor 
Koch publishes an article in the Deutsche 
Medinizmhe Woehenschrifl on the cure oi 
tuberculosis. Professor Koch says he i? yet 
unprepared to indicate the source from 
which the curmive matter is derived and 
the method of preparation, for the reason 
that experimental work is still in progress 
He states the ciffative lymph itself can be 
obtained f.-om Dr. L bberiz, whose address 
is 28 Lucneberger strasse. Berlin. The 
lymph is described as consisting of a brown­ 
ish, transparent liquid, so prepared as to be 
proof against deterioration. When diluted 
with wa'er for use, the matter is liable to 
decay. It is necessary, therefore, that the 
attenuations be perfectly steriliz'd by heat 
and prcíervel in wadding covering or 
prepared with a solution of phenol 50 per 
cent, sirong. When taken in the stomach 
the curative matter proves to have no effirt 
It must he applied subcuteneously by 
means of the vaiveless syringe, which roust 
be rinsed with absolute a c hol and kept in 
a perfectly ascepric condition. 
Twenty-five hundredths of a ruble cent • 
meter intens: ly affected a healthy man, 
who was subjected to the experiment, 
while two cubic centimeters applied to a 
guinea pig had little effect 
Professor Koch injected twenty five hun­ 
dredths of a cubic centimeter under the 
skin of his own arm, and within a few 
hours experienced a contraction of the 
lim ¿3 and a marked feeling of lassitude 
At the same time he felt a desire to cough, 
together with a difficulty of breathing 
These symptoms increased rapidly, and in 
five hours he experienced an unususlly 
violent rigor, accompanied with nausea, 
and the temperature of his body rose rap­ 
idly. After twelve hours the symptoms 
began to abate, and the next day the body 
resumed its normal degree. The heaviness 
of the limbs and languid feeling continued 
several days, however. 
The same results follow when the fluid 
i is applied to diseased persons suffering 
from other than tuberculosis affections, 
but in persons affected with tuberculosis, 
with the same quantity it produces a gen­ 
eral and local reaction. 
The reaction can best be observed in 
those whose affection is visible, as, for in­ 
stance, persons suffering from lupus. 
Within a few hours after the injection the 
lupus sores began to swell, and finally as­ 
sumed a dark b’rown tint. The fever sub­ 
sides, the swelling decreases and generally 
disappears, scabs of matter falling off' the 
latter. The portions of the skin not clearly 
recognized as lnnus are not affected. 
It is asserted with confidence that the 
remedy mav be considered au indispensible 
auxiliary to a diagnosis, and in doubtful 
oases incipient consumption can be 
diagnosed by its use. 
Professor Koch expresses the belief that 
his remedy wtil ceitainly prove a cure for 
incipient consumption. Whether, how­ 
ever, the cure will be final and definite, is 
not definitely proved. 
Further experi­ 
ments will be necessary to determine. 
The remedy can only influence a living 
tuhercnlosis tissue. It has no effect upon a 
dead tissue, aud produces no eff ct upon 
tissues which have already been killed by 
the application of the remedy. Itf.ii-.ws, 
therefore, that the tubercuies tissue that is 
still living must be made first to decay. 
When this has been accomplished every 
effort must be made to remove the d--ad 
matter by surg-'ry. Where this Í9 impos­ 
sible, and secretion can only slowly pro­ 
ceed, the living tissue must be protected by 
continued application of the remedy. 
The remedy is applied in cumulative 
doses. A small quantity at fiist suffices to 
produce strong action, bnt as each succeed­ 
ing injection causes a disappearance of a 
certain quantity of the tissues capable of 
reaction, increased doses are necessary, un­ 
til the patient experiences as little reaction 
as non-lubsrcuios people. 
PatieDts who have been treated in the 
early stages of phthisis have all been freed 
from morbid symptoms within from four 
to six weeks, when they may be regarded 
as healed. ConsuniDtives with large cavi­ 
ties in their lungs wiil probably experience 
a benefit from the new remedy only in ex­ 
ceptional cases. In all case3 Professor 
Koch eraphasiz°s the necessity of early 
treatment. Only in the incipient stages of 
the disease, he declares, can the remedy 
fully develop its efficacy. He deprecates a 
mechanical and indiscriminate application 
of the new remedy, holding it preferable 
that the treatment should be applied in 
suitable institutions where careful observa­ 
tion is possible._____

He plates the corpse 
with gold, silver or nickel. The body is 
immersed in a chemical bath containing 
metal salts. An electric current is then 
applied, and the subject becomes encased 
in a hard and resisting crust of metal, 
which adheres so closely to the form that 
it shows the slightest wrinkle. The pro­ 
cess is called "authropoplastic.” The 
dcctor now has in his laboratory a "metal­ 
lized" baby which is truly a masterpiece of 
art applied to nature. The infant, incased 
in the purest silver, seems sunk in the 
deepest and calmest sleep. The little hands 
are folded and the tiny leet are in a natural 
position, presenting a tout ensemble remind­ 
ing one of Murillo’s cherubs.

AGRICULTURE.

V eterinary Surgeon Warnesson has ad­ 
dressed words of wisdom to French farm­ 
ers in telling them how to treat their 
horses, especially when work is brisk. 
H e 
begs the fact not to be lost sight of that 
the horse, however large in size, has after 
all only a relatively small stomach—per­ 
haps too small for an herbivorous animal. 
Its capacity is about 
sixteen 
quarts. 
Distended beyond this volume it is liable 
to rupture, because its formation is such 
th at retching is impossible. 
W ith this 
small stomach is connected forty-five yards 
of 
intestine; 
the 
mucous 
membrane 
which coats the latter 
would 
carpet 
the animal twice over from head to feet. 
In other words, the mucous surface is 
equal to double the surface of the horse’s 
hide. 
In the middle of this enormous tube, 
135 feet long, are two immense reservoirs, 
the ccecum and the colon, in which the 
aliments accumulate. These reservoirs oc­ 
cupy themselves above three-fourths of 
the'abdom inal cavity, in which they freely 
float, but exposed to intertwist, ending in 
a mortal volvulus. Such is the digestive 
apparatus. 
Let us give a glance how it 
works. 
A draft horse consumes at its 
feed half a bundle of hay, five quarts of 
oats aud eight quarts of water. 
All that 
can not remain simultaneously in the 
stomach. 
The hay aud oats rem ain to be 
acted upon by the gastric juice, the water 
passes rapidly out of the stomach to ar­ 
rive in the coecum and the colon, after a 
circuit of twenty-seven yards. 
If the stomach be too full from an ex­ 
cess of solids the water is dam m ed; 
this 
stop can distend the stomach and produce, 
if not a 
lesion, indigestive disorders, 
above all if the animal be very thirsty and 
drinks with avidity. 
Accidents may occur 
if the horse, on entering the stables after 
work with an empty stomach, be allowed 
to drink. A part from the effects of cold 
water on the heated system, the water that 
would naturally go to the intestine re­ 
mains largely in the stomach, paralyzing 
its membrane and causing indigestion. 
Hence, never give a horse more food than 
the stomach can contain, nor wait to give 
drink till all the solids have been eaten ; 
do not allow the anim al to drink if very 
warm nor too much if very dry. 
If the 
horse be watered, as is too commonly the 
practice, after finishing the feed of oats, 
much of the latter will be washed, parti­ 
ally digested or not at all, into the intes­ 
tine, where it in3y act as a foreign body 
and give risetojrrltation or passed unutil­ 
ized into the excrements. 
Let horses, then, drink before their oats, 
n o t immediately after. 
The same remark 
applies to bran when given in the manger. 
Carrots are excellent digestive food, but 
the base of a horse’s diet is hay. 
M. W ar- 
nesson places a lump of rock salt in the 
rack or manger w ith excellent effect. 
When the horse has only the contents of 
the nose-back to fall back upon, allow the 
anim al ten minutes to regain its breath ; 
give drink and attach the bag. 
The Paris Omnibus Company views the 
new steel metallic horse-collar with favor. 
I t fits the neck well, and seizes a greater 
surface; it is solid, while being elastic: is 
made in best stee l; 
is easily fastened and 
unfastened and produces no sores.—Ca­ 
nadian Agriculturist.

The result showed th at a 
larger proportion of fat was left in the 
skim-milk when the whole was diluted 
with warm water than when undiluted 
and set in ice-water, the proportions being, 
after eleven trials, .23 per cent, and 1.28 
per cent. 
Thus it may W seen that when 
the milk was diluted with water there was 
contained in the skim-milk nearly six 
times as much fat as when the m ilk was 
set in the creamer in ice-water, or in other 
words, while over 95 per cent, of the fat in 
the whole m ilk was recovered in the 
cream under the cold deep-setting process, 
but little over 69 per cent, was recovered 
by the diluted process. 
W ith warm water 
ten trials gave 1.11 per cent, of fat in 
skim-milk, or but little less than the oold 
water, in the skim-milk, while the milk 
showed also a tendency to sour. 
The 
tem perature in these trials was from 59° 
to 72°. 
Five churn tests were made— two of 
cream from milk set in a creamer, in ice- 
w ater; two of cream from milk to which 
an equal weight of cold water had been 
added, and set in air, and one from milk 
set in shallow pans. 
The two first were 
churned at a tem perature of 65 degrees, 
the second two at a tem perature of 62 and 
the last at a tem perature of 66. The result 
was that from 144 pounds of milk set in 
ice-water 5.35 pounds of butter were ob­ 
tained, or a pound of butter for 21.31 
pounds of m ilk ; from 100.5 pounds of 
dilated milk only 2.75 nounds of butter 
were obtained, or a pound from 36.54 
pounds of milk—showing a loss of butter 
by the diluted process of 1.94 pounds per 
100 pounds of milk, as compared with 
deep-setting in ice-water. 
The average 
per cent, of fat left in th e skim-milk 
under 
the 
various 
processes 
varied 
greatly. 
The 
experiments 
demonstrate 
that ice or very cold water is an im portant 
factor in regulating the percentage of fat 
obtained.— Philadelphia Recotd. 


FERTILIZERS AND WHEAT. 
To an inquirer who desires to know 
w hether or not commercial fertilizers will 
injure the ground or not, a w riter in the 
National Stockman replies : 
‘‘This may de­ 
pend upon the kind of fertilizers he may 
use and the manner he uses them. 
We 
have used bone meal for wheat for several 
years with such favorable results th at we 
shall continue its use. 
I do not think 
there will be any injury to the soil if a 
proper system of rotation of crops is prac­ 
ticed. 
Have a good crop of clover every 
third or fourth year, and no one need fear 
injury from any reliable brand of fertil­ 
izers. 
We use the bone meal because its 
effect is more lasting than that of most of 
the phosphates. 
This is especially desir­ 
able to secure a strong growth of clover, 
and to secure this is a strong point in favor 
of the fertilizers. 
About 200 pounds per 
acre is the usual amount applied. 
For 
good land a smaller quantity would do. A 
neighbor applied but 50 pounds per acre to 
a small plot aud derived beneficial results. 
The Ohio Experim ent Station failed to 
discover any profit in commercial fertiliz­ 
ers upon land that yielded twenty-five 
bushels of wheat per acre without extra 
cultivation. 
The effect afterward was not 
reckoned, however.” 


TO DESTROY STUMPS. 
The Seientijic American gives two modes 
of destroying stum ps: 
(1) Bore a hole 1 
inch in diam eter, IS inches deep, into the 
center of the stump, and put in 1 ounce of 
saltpeter, filling up with water and plug­ 
ging up the hole. 
This should be done in 
the fall. 
In the spring the plug is to be 
taken out, a half a gill of kerosene poured 
into the hole and set on fire. 
It will burn 
out the stump to the farthest root. 
(2) 
In the fall bore a hole 1 inch in diameter, 
10 inches deep, into the center of the 
stump, and put in a ha'.f pound of vitriol 
and plug very tight. 
In the spring the 
whole stump and root, through all their 
ramifications, will be so rotted as to be 
easily removed.

W here the earth had to be scratched in pre­ 
paration for a crop, and artificial stim u­ 
lants were altogether unknown, we forgot 
in part our common heritage of hard aud 
persistent labor, and fondly imagined that 
the land would never, or only at some re­ 
mote period “run out” in productiveness. 
As a result the natural exhaustion of the 
soil resultant from constant employment 
drives us to sheer despair, and the older 
farms are deserted for others which in turn 
must share an identical fate. 
W e do little 
for the land's improvement. 
Its exhaus­ 
tion is the fact forced upon us, and we flee 
rather than face the problem. 
But the 
Chinaman does nothing of the sort. 
In 
his native country he would be deprived 
of his farm or his garden if he refused to 
cultivate it, and instead of abandoning his 
possessions, which would prove, indeed, 
suicidal there, with the crowded conditions 
of population, he sets himself to the work 
.of making the most of what he has. 
Everything oí 
use in fertilization, 
is scrupulously saved, every rice stalk is 
planted as seed and repiauted by hand in 
water; 
rain water is held universally in 
ponds or in holes for purposes of irrigation, 
and in these reservoirs fish are invariably 
grown. 
W here human labor is vastly cheap and | 
cattle and beasts of burden are considered ' 
costly carriers and producers, it is natural ! 
that human labor should be employed for | 
almost everything. 
It is said that there is j 
practically no plant weeds visible in the j 
most thickly populated parts of the em- j 
pire, since there is no room for them, and j 
since they are destroyed in a country j 
which examines even the roots of plants 
to remove or kill insects or grubs. 
All 
sorts of methods to induce the rich growth 
of seeds are employed, and fertilizers are 
applied to the roots of plants directly 
rather than at the surface of the ground, 
where evaporation and diffusion would re­ 
sult in waste. 
This seems peculiar to 
farmers in America, where the total loss 
from sheer wastefulness in the course of a 
year is something upon which a Celestial 
would look with woe; but it is only the 
extreme practice of economy which the 
American agriculturist needs to learn. In ­ 
deed, this same principle of economy has 


bees. 
All work, as near as it can possibly 
be done, should be put off'until then. Such 
times can be told by the condition of the 
bloom, and the way the bees themselves 
behave. 
In the evening at such times 
there is a loud and grateful hum th at be­ 
speaks on their part satisfaction, content­ 
ment and happiness.

easy m atter to fit up a leach. 
Take any 
old barrel and set it on a sloping platform. 
! This platform should be about one foot 
high—high enough to allow slipping a pail 
under it to catch the liquid in. 
This plat­ 
form shoqlff be larger than the bottom of 
the barrel, with deals nailed on the sides 
to prevent the liquid from running off. 
The front of it ought to be sloped, like an 
obtuse angled letter V, with cleats fastened 
to it, but not coming quite together at the 
point. 
These conduct the manure to the 
opening left at the point where it falls into 
¡ the pail placed for its reception. 
The bot­ 
; tom of the barrel should be filled with 
i stones, brick or pottery, to keep 
the 
j manure from packing down solidly and 
j clogging up the holes which should be 
I made for the escape of the liquid.

! of this drainage fill in m anure from the 
j cow stables and pound it down well.

i water slowly at first to allow it to get 
, thoroughly soaked through before leaching 
j begins. 
W hen you notice th at it begins 
to trickle out at the bottom of the barrel 
add it in greater quantities.

Too 
strong a liquid manure is worse than none 
at all. 
W hen you use it apply close to the 
! roots of the plants. 
It is too precious to be 
i wasted by putting it where there are no 
1 roots to make use of it.

In these days of advanced farming an 
owner is inexcusable if he continues to till 
poor ground. W hat with barnyard manure, 
phosphates, ammonia, kanite, dover, etc., 
with proper irrigation, even the desert may 
be made to blossom as the rose. 
Study as 
well as practice your profession. 
The brood-mare th at does the farm work 
in the spring and summer and produces a 
colt in the fall will be an animal of value. 
The fall is the proper time to have the 
mares foal, as the colts can be weaned by 
spring, put out on the pasture, and the 
mares unencumbered for spring work. 
A new use is reported to have been dis­ 
covered for English hops, according to an 
English paper—namely, for the curing of 
bacon. 
It is found that a sprinkling of 
hops in the brine when bacon and hams 
are put in pickle adds greatly to the flavor 
of both, and enables them to be kept an 
indefinite period. 
Buying damaged grain because it is 
offered at a reduction is not the way to 
buy cheap food. 
Cheap food is th at which 
gives the best results in proportion to cost, 
aud such food may be the best to be ob­ 
tained. 
Measure the cost by the gain. 
Always aim to secure the largest yields in 
the shortest possible period of time. 
If you fail to make dairying pay and 
your neighbor manages to make a little 
money out of it see if lie does not own 
better cows than you d o ; see if he has 
not some secret about feeding which you 
have not “caught on to,” and see if there 
is not something in his management th at 
you might make profitable by adopting. 
Rake up all the leaves th at you can get 
and store them in a dry place, to be used 
as bedding for the stalls. 
A few leaves on 
the floor of the poultry-house in winter, 
for the hens to scratch over, will be found 
very beneficial in keeping them thrifty. 
For brood sows and young pigs no better 
bedding or litter can be had than leaves. 
Poultry need sunshine at certain times. 
A glass window shaped like a hot-bed cov­ 
ering a portion of a run makes a shelter 
both for old and young chicks, and when 
the heat becomes too great they will of 
their own accord retire to the shade of the 
inside of the coop. Too much sun is worse 
than too little; it also tends to make them 
lazy and sleepy. 
A Canadian farmer who raised a large 
crop of tomatoes last fall and was unable 
to dispose of them, says he commenced 
feeding them to his milch cows and found 
that they were greedily eaten and im ­ 
proved the milking. 
H e has resolved to 
plant a field of tomatoes in which he can 
turn his cows, who can utilize them to ad-j., 
vantage, w hether green or ripe. 
Galls on the necks and hocks of horses, 
or other sim ilar 
abrasions, should be 
washed with castile soap and tepid, soft 
water, and afterward with salted cold 
water. 
It will toughen the skin. 
Any 
indolent sores should be kept clean with 
the soap and water. 
If galls do not re­ 
spond to this treatm ent apply tannin, 
which may be had at any drug store. 
Bran is rich in nitrogen and the phos­ 
phates. 
If fed to animals it is valuable 
alone for the manure, as a ton of bran 
passed through the body of an anim al pro­ 
duces manure much richer in nutrition 
than hay or other grains. 
Bran is excel­ 
lent of itself as a fertilizer when applied 
directly to crops, but more so after it has 
been eaten by stock, digested and voided. 
Bran, meal and ground oats, scalded, 
make an excellent mess for laying hens on 
cold days. 
Feed it in the morning, and 
at night give wheat, allowing an hour or 
more for the hens to scratch for it, as the 
proper mode of feeding grain is to throw 
it in litter, such as leaves or cut straw, in 
order that the hens may work and exer­ 
cise, which keeps them in laying condition. 
A harmless and non-poisonous remedy 
against the attacks of curculio, according 
to the experiments of Professor Cook, is 
ordinary land plaster (gypsum) mixed 
with crude carbolic acid, one pint of acid 
to fifty pounds of plaster. 
It must be 
very fine, dry, well mixed, and thrown 
into the trees after the blossoms fall, and 
repeat after each rain. 
Bear this in mind 
for next season. 
A frequent advice is to dispose of all ani­ 
mals not wanted, but one point to be ob­ 
served is that no animal should be sold 
unless it is in a fit condition for market. 
Once the frame work is obtained it pays to 
crowd it with every pound of meat it will 
hold. 
If you have not feed enough buy 
more, for by so doing that which does not 
tend to the production of meat will be 
added to the manure pile as manure. 
If orchards were cultivated as regularly 
as any other crop on the farm there would 
be fewer complaints of blights, yellows and 
other diseases ; the trees would live longer 
and yield more liberally. 
Some orchards 
are put down to grass, so to rem ain for 
years, the result being that the crops are 
left to fall and rot on the ground for lack 
of quality, while the insects get the larger 
share of fruit, as well as destroying the 
vitality of the trees. 
It is a remarkable fact that, this year, 
by far the best crops of apples in the coun­ 
try have grown west of the ninetieth par­ 
allel of longitude. 
Nebraska, particular­ 
ly, Kansas and W estern Missouri, have 
produced bountiful crops of very superior 
fruit, comprising all the best known varie­ 
ties. 
These apples have been largely 
bought up and shipped to Chicago, St. 
Louis, Kansas City and other W estern and 
Northwestern towns. 
The dearth of peaches this year in 
nearly all parts of the country has been 
frequently mentioned, but nowhere has the 
. scarcity proven more remarkable than in 
the peninsula of Delaware and Maryland 
east of the Chesapeake hay. 
In that im ­ 
portant district there was virtually a total 
failure of that im portant fruit, which is 
generally relied upon as the most rem uner­ 
ative crop there grown, the great markets 
of the Eastern cities depending upon it for 
their customary supply.

A New York firm is about to start a 
kangaroo farm at W arrington, Pa. 
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P a l t a , T e rn , 1890. 
Tbe village of Pisto, which is situated 
about one hundred miles south of Callao, 
in the broad and fertile plain of Canate, is 
a fair specimen of the coast towns of Peru. 
Its charm ing little plaza is surrounded by 
pretentious casas of adobe, whose outer 
walls are tinted pale blue, pink, yellow or 
gray. 
The sm aller dwellings of the poorer 
classes, who are principally negroes and 
half-breeds, are one-room hovels of the 
simplest construction. 
There are whole 
streets where the houses on either side are 
built of wild cane stuck upright in the 
ground, having cross-pieces tied on at in­ 
tervals, w ithout a nail from top to bottom, 
this wickerwork foundation being plastered 
with mud and roofed with straw. 
Though 
generally windowless and often floorless, 
these poor adobes, being well whitewashed 
inside and out, present a neat and cheerful 
appearance; and over each doorway a glass 
lamp is suspended, rendering the street-; 
better lighted than those of many more 
pretentious cities. 
One side of the plaza is occupied-by a 
very large and handsome church, built in 
the"Limenian style of architecture, which 
is a conspicuous landm ark for vessels far 
out at sea. 
N ear by is the old chapel of 
the Jesuit fathers, which possesses, among 
other interesting relics of departed "lory, 
a high altar, most elaborately carved and 
heavily gilded. An avenue of willow trees 
leads to the dilapidated Francescan monas­ 
tery, which was suppressed nearly half a 
century ago by order of the Republican 
government. 
For many years its cloisters 
have been deserted, its halls empty and its 
“pleasure grounds,” with th eir long lines 
of olive trees, allowed to run wild with 
weeds and thistles. 
The records tell us 
th at this ancient garden was intended for a 
place of religious contemplation, wherein 
the pious monks might enjoy communion 
with nature us well as with their own souls 
and combine pleasant exercise ¡vith their 
evening prayers. 
We read th at countless 
doves once lived in the olive trees, which 
were so tam e that they were wont'to alight 
upon the shoulders of the friars, when the 
latter were pacing to and fro “in the cool 
of the day” reading or repeating their ori- 
sones. 
But doves and devotees long since 
disappeared and not a living thing is now 
to be seen within the melancholy inclos­ 
ure, except an occasional zipolote, the foul 
'carrion crow of l’eru, or a turkey buzzard, 
waiting for some dead thing to rend. 
T his region used to be proverbially un­ 
healthy, and the people of Peru suffered 
much from m alarial fever until a ditch, 
eight feet deep, was dug all around the 
town, a few years ago, which has drained 
off' the moisture and made it one of the 
most salubrious towns on the coast. 
The 
plain of Canate is thirteen miles long and 
extends in breadth from the cordilleras to 
the sea. To the southward are many small 
swamps, where reeds are cultivated for 
making the m atting which supports the 
straw roofs of the houses; and then a bar­ 
ren bit, covered with stony mounds and 
clumps of date palms, stretches away to 
the desert. 
B ut to the north it is very 
different. 
In the immediate vicinity of 
Pisco are rich pastures for mules horses 
and cattle; meadows of alfalfa (tropical 
clover) and vegetable gardens, each field 
surrounded by hedge-rows of date p3lms, 
olive, orange, fig and willow trees. 
Be- 
yound are purple vineyards and long 
reaches of yellowish-green sugar-cane, eacli 
estate separated from its neighbor by rows 
of willows. 
The grapes grown hereabouts are as de­ 
licious as those of Southern France and 
seem to have absorbed the breath of the 
near-by-sea, as well as the sunshine of per­ 
petual summer. 
G reat quantities of wine 
and brandy, called “Italia” anil “Pisco,” 
are exported from this place, and their 
manufacture is the principal industry of 
the valley. 
W e visited the store-house of 
the wine-maker and found it to contain 
nearly a thousand casks, each cask holding 
three hundred gallons. 
I regret to say 
that I am unable to give you any figures, 
having neglected to jot down in my note­ 
book information received on the sp o t; 
but the amount of liquor made is m arvel­ 
ous, considering the limited district, and 
the value of the exports are in full propor­ 
tion. 
“ Italia” is the favorite white wine 
of Peru, though much too strong for gen­ 
eral use, and “Pisco,” though a most in­ 
nocent looking beverage, being colorless 
as water, contains more intoxication to the 
cubic inch than any other known liquid, 
unless it may be the mescal of Mexico. 
There is a Portuguese here who produces 
three distinct kinds of wine from the same 
grape, one an excellent variety resembling 
M aderia; another 
sim ilar to the best 
Bucellas; and a third much like the in­ 
ferior Rhine wines. 
There is also a very 
fine and correspondingly expensive liquor 
distilled from the 
large white grape, 
flavored with chirimojas, the latter being 
the most delicious fruit to be found in the 
tropics. 
A ll along the beach are immense 
warehouses where the common “Pisco” is 
stored in huge red jars shaped much like 
an egg shell, 
waiting shipment to the 
various ports of Peru and Chile. 
The estates of Canate are mostly culti­ 
vated by negroes, assisted by a few China­ 
men. 
The negro population of these coast 
valleys was originally imported from Porto 
Bello, the great depot for the slave trade, 
which was chiefly in the hands of English 
merchants during the first century after 
the conquest. 
It was old John Hawkins, 
one of the naval heroes of Queen Eliza­ 
beth's reign, who first set up a lucrative 
business in African flesh aud blood, be­ 
tween the coast of Sierra Leone and the 
Spanish colonies in America. 
“The sins 
of the fathers shall be visited upon the 
children;” and retribution overtook the 
pirate’s son; off' the very vale of Canate, 
which had then just began to receive car­ 
goes of human merchandise, 
in 1594 Sir 
Richard Hawkins sailed from England in 
a vessel which his mother (the wife of old 
John) had quaintly, but not inappropri- 
atelv, named “The" Repentance,” for she 
remembered the heartless avarice of her 
slave-dealing husband with shame and 
sorrow. 
Being a buccaneer himself Sir 
Richard had come into these waters on a 
m arauding expedition, when he was over­ 
hauled by a Spanish fleet in the Bay of 
Pisco, and afterwards put to death. Again 
in the year 1746 Canate suffered greatly 
from the attacks of the English, when 
Anson came ashore and burnt the little 
forth called Cerro Azul, and carved his 
name in big letters on the face of the cliff, 
were it may still be seen. 
_ 
Next to grape-growing the cultivation 
of sugar-cane engrosses the people in the 
neighborhood of Pisco; and as rain never 
falls, though the weather is sometimes 
quite cold, the necessary irrigation re­ 
quires great care and labor. 
But though 
the cane is backward in maturing, it is of 
closer texture, containing more juice than 
in milder regions and yielding a greater 
amount of sugar. 
The proprietors^ of the 
Canate haciendas are mostly Englishmen, 
and an excellent class of country gentle­ 
men they are—hospitable, upright and 
much kinder to their dependents than the 
Peruvians are inclined to be. 
The build­ 
ings on the estates are uniformly large 
and handsome, and a descriotion of one 
applies equally well to all the rest. 
One 
side of the extensive inner courtyard is 


devoted to the trapiche, or sugar mill, the 
boiling-house, refinery and store-rooms; 
while the other side shelters the owner’s 
family, in long, lofty and airy apartments, 
all on the ground floor and extremely well 
furnished. 
Adjoining the house is always 
a chapel, and a resident priest is main­ 
tained, whose duty it is to look out for the 
spiritual welfare of everybody on the es­ 
tate, from the lord of the manor to the 
meanest dependent. 
L :fe in these isolated commnnities is by 
no means disagreeable. 
Everybody rises 
very early, takes a bite of bread and cup 
of coffee, and goes about his fir her es­ 
pecial avocation, the master riding over 
the fields and the mistress attending to 
the house-servants. 
A t 10 o’clock a . m . 
breakfast is served, and tbe meal invaria­ 
bly consists of soup, eggs, poached or fried 
and garnished with slices of fried banana, 
various dishes of meat, and chocolate. 
At 
4 o’clock comes dinner—soup. ii?b, a roast, 
some vegetables well garnished with chi 
or sauce of red peppers, dulces (sweet­ 
meats), wine and coffee. 
About 9 o’clock 
r. M. there is supper of tea, bread and dul­ 
ces. 
Attached to the house is a beautiful 
garden of fruits and flowers, with a stream 
of water running through it, from which 
the lesser irrigating ditches are tilled. Be­ 
sides fruit-bearing trees, there are hedges 
of roses ami thickets of geraniums, paths 
bordered by pansies and forget-me-nots, 
trellises covered with choicest grapes, and 
arbors shaded with passion vines. 
Adjoin­ 
ing the garden is the galpón, or negro 
quarters, a collection of huts ranged around 
a central square, the whole surrounded by 
a high wall. 
The negroes appear to be as happy and 
contented a lot of people as one can find in 
a long day’ll journey. 
Though no longer* 
slaves, their labor is still forced; and while 
they receive little more than food, poor 
clothing aud jioorer lodging, they are at 
least sure of that, of medical attendance 
when ill, and exemption from the taxes 
that so oppress those who undertake to be 
independent. E arly in the morning, before 
g ling to work, all the women and girls re­ 
pair to the door of the chapel and chant a 
hymn of praise upon their knees; 
and 
again at sunset when the labor of the day 
is concluded, thanking Heaven for their 
lives of servitude. 
I think it was in 1821 that the rather 
ambiguous law was passed which de-lares 
that all those then in slavery should re­ 
main so during life; 
but th at their chil­ 
dren should be free when arrived at the 
age of 50, and their grandchildren were 
born free. 
The avowed object of this slow 
process was to gradually accustom the 
slaves to the idea of liberty, and to tit 
them for i t ; while at the same time their 
owners m ight make ready for the change 
by im porting Chinese, whose cheap 'labor, 
it was thought, would prevent the negroes 
from striking for too high wages, when en­ 
titled to any wages at all. 
In 1853, how­ 
ever, General Castilla, who was then Pre­ 
sident of Peru, issued a decree proclaiming 
the freedom of all slaves. 
As was antici­ 
pated, the majority of them were unwill­ 
ing to leave their former masters, to whom 
they were endeared by almost Daternal 
kindne-s and the recollections of child­ 
hood; 
and therefore the conditions of 
things was not perceptibly changed. 
It is 
calculated that the “keep” of one of these 
negroes costs his master not less than forty 
dollars a year, and few of them earn very 
much more than that amount. 
If left to 
themselves, to work or plav according to 
their own desires, they would certainly 
earn much less. 
A short-line railway connects Pisco with 
the cotton regions of Ye3, running south­ 
ward through the vine-bearing plain and 
across forty miles of desert. 
The capital 
of this departm ent, which is also called 
Yea, is the largest town between Lima 
and Arequipa, it lies inland about twenty 
miles, separated from the sea by the desert 
and a range of sandy hills. 
About half 
way between Pisco and Yea, the dusty 
landscape is beautified by a forest of date 
palms, covering an area of several miles, 
in the midst of which stands a deserted 
hacienda named Villa-Ceuri. 
The word 
is of compound Spanish and Quichua 
origin, and means “City of Gold.” A good 
many Indian graves are found hereabouts, 
each of them containing not only its 
mummy, but pottery, small idols, spindles 
and golden ornaments; and the story has 
gone forth that the ghosts of the dead have 
driven the usurpers from the estate, which 
occupies the site of an ancient city. 
The northern edge of the valley of Yea 
is fringed with an enormous growth of 
carob trees, or algorbas, as they are some­ 
times called. 
This curious tree grows to 
great size and resembles the live oak. 
It 
bears a pod which is highly prized as fod­ 
der for mules and horses. 
So very hard is 
the wood that its Weight actually bends 
down the trunk, twisting it round and 
round into corkscrew shapes and making 
the branches tie knots in themselves, till 
the tree assumes most fantastic forms. 
An 
im aginative person may see Dore figures 
and faces in every misshapen trunk and 
long arms stretched forth in wild despair. 
Just beyond this “enchanted wood” is 
the valuable estate of Macacones, which 
formerly belonged to the Jesuit fathers, 
and was the scene of one of the bloodiest 
battles in the war for independence. Then 
comes vineyards and cotton fields, witli 
hedge-rows of fig trees, jessamine and 
roses; and then the neat little village 
which F. persists in dubbing “ Yea and 
Amen.” 
It contains about ten thousand 
inhabitants, and lies in the midst of a 
lovely plain about six miles from the foot 
of the cordillera. 
The adobe houses are 
built in the prevailing style of the coast, 
their flat roofs covered with tiles. 
Peace­ 
ful as it looks, bathed in golden sunshine 
and environed by fruitful fields, there is 
one ever-present source of terror, viz., the 
earthquakes, whose frequent visits have 
left fearful scars upon all the surroundings. 
In 1745 the older Y'ea, which stood about 
six miles farther south, was completely de­ 
stroyed, scarcely one stone being left upon 
another. 
In the present town the roof of 
the cathedral and the walls of one of the 
churches have fallen in; the churches of 
San Merced and San Augustin are badly 
cracked, and there is hardly a house that 
has not suffered more or less from the 
mvsterious power that none can withstand. 
A street leads from the central plaza 
down to a river which at this season of the 
year must be crossed by a bridge made of 
ropes and willow branches. 
They tell us 
that the bed of the stream is a dry and 
dusty road during more than half the year, 
but just now is filled by a foaming torrent, 
which goes dancing through the valley be­ 
tween lines of willow trees. 
Leading from 
the picturesque bridge is an avenue of 
carobs and willows which appears to be the 
fashionable promenade. 
A t the close of 
a sultry day the ladies of Yea come out to 
enjoy the "evening shadows; and having 
sent their servants ahead with chairs, they 
often sit gossiping far into the dewless 
night. 
The valley of Yea,bounded on one hand 
by the snowy peaks of the Andes, and by 
arid sands oil the other three sides, is eqpr- 
ered with vineyards and cotton plantations. 
W e visited one of the former, which is sit­ 
uated at the mouth of a ravine, through 
which a mountain road winds up into the 
interior. 
Like others in the neighborhood, 
it formerly belonged to the Jesuits; and 
though the yield has fallen off' since their 
dav, It now produces an average of 20,000 
arrobas of wine in a year, which sells for 
82 per arroba. 
The married workmen of 
this model hacienda are each allowed a 
small piece of ground rent free, on which 
they mav raise pigs, poultry and vegeta­ 
bles, which their wives and children ped­ 
dle in the market place, thus enabling the 
industrious to earn 
considerable extra 
money. 
. 
South of Yea the road crosses the river, 
winds through several miles of vineyards, 
and then enters an extensive forest of carob 
trees which have grown to great size and 
are twisted and gnarled and crippled be­ 
yond account. 
Then comes the sandy des­ 
ert of Guayuri, forty miles wide, which 


a In the Wash

called Palpa. 
For many miles not a trace 
of vegetation is to be seen, and the seorrh- 
ing rays of the sun reflect a painful glare, 
until suddenly, near the northern border of 
Palpa valley, but separated from it about 
twelve miles by a range of barren hills, 
the traveler comes upon a succession of 
vineyards lying along a m ighty river 
known as the Kio Grande. 
This unex­ 
pected stripof fertility is all owned by one 
man, who rents it in several small haci­ 
enda». 
I’alpa is also given up to vineyards ar.< 
cotton fields, except where wheat enough 
is grown to supply the small population, 
(about 4,000 : 
and there are two mills 
worked by water, for reducing the grain 
to flour. 
As the valley approaches the 
Andean foothills, it branches off' into two 
fertile ravines, named, respectfully, Sara- 
Marca and Mollaque; aud on the range of 
hills that divides them is a celebrated 
therm al spring and a very rich copper 
mine. 
The village of Palpa is surrounded 
by luxuriant gardens watered from a clear 
stream whose banks are shadowed by wil­ 
lows and fig trees. 
And here in this 
Acadia we have concluded to rest a while 
from our labors before climbing the deso­ 
late hills that separate it from the next 
Sahara.

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DIPHTHERIA. 


HOW 
TO 
DETECT 
THE 
DISEASE 
ITS EABLIEST STAGES. 
IN 


W h a t to D o B efo re th e F a m ily P h y si­ 


c ia n A rrives—V alu ab le H in ts 


for P arent*. 


T he following information and advice in 
regard to diphtheria is from a pamphlet 
on the disease issued by Dr. H enry Dwight 
Chapin, Professor of diseases of children 
at the New York Post-Graduate Medical 
School and Hospital, and at the “Woman’s 
Medical College of the New York In ­ 
firmary : 
There is, perhaps, no disease whose type 
varies within such wide limits as diph 
theria. 
Many cases are so mild that the 
children are hardly considered ill, and are 
not even put to bed. 
The true nature of 
such cages is frequently overlooked, and 
they inflict great danger by spreading the 
disease in a neighborhood. 
On the other 
hand, diphtheria may be so malignant as 
to kill almost in a few hours, beiore the 
false membrane has time fully to form. Be­ 
tween these extremes there is every grade 
of severity. 
It must be thoroughly under­ 
stood at the start that all cases of diph­ 
theria are liable to be dangerous, if not 
fatal. 
The disease does not usually begin 
very abruptly. There may be slight chilli­ 
ness, followed by fever, with headache and 
pains in the back and limbs. 
The appetite 
is lost, and a feeling of languor is often 
experienced. 
The fever does not usually 
run very high, even in severe cases, and 
by the third day the tem perature may be 
down almost to the noimal, although the 
disease has by no means run its course. 
The earlier signs of diphtheria are a 
great deal iike those of a heavy cold. 
This 
makes an early recognition of the throat 
symptoms of great importance. 
Patients 
generally complain first of a feeling of 
soreness, with more or less fullness in the 
throa». 
The sensation of pain is no 
greater, as a rule, than is experienced in 
ordinary inflammations of this part. 
In ­ 
deed, theie is often no complaint of sore 
throat at all. 
1 have seen eases of malig­ 
nant diphtheria, where all the structures 
of the throat were covered with false mem­ 
brane, and yet the children, when ques­ 
tioned, would deny the existence of any 
local pain. 
In every case of illness iu 
children a careful examination of the 
throat should be made. 
To be able to make a satisfactory exam i­ 
nation some knowledge of the structure of 
the throat is necessary. 
W hen the mouth 
is opened wide there are seen on either 
side of the root of the tongue two small, 
oval bodies called tonsils. 
These lie be­ 
tween the pillars of the palate, which ex­ 
tend up to the soft palate that forms the 
upper and back boundary of the mouth. 
Hanging down from the middle of the 
soft palate is a small structure called the 
uvula. 
All these parts must be brought 
distinctly into view to make a satisfactory 
exam ination. 
In order to do this the 
tongue m u-t be pressed downward. A 
tongue-depresser, or the handle of a spoon, 
will soon accomplish this end. 
The mis­ 
take commonly made is in not putting the 
depresser far enough back to reach the 
base of the tongue. 
If pressure is made 
upon the forward part of this organ the 
back will immediately arch lip and com­ 
pletely conceal the other structures of the 
throat. 
After inserting the depresser well 
back, pull downward and forward, and all 
parts will come into plain view. 
It is ab­ 
solutely necessary to have a good light. 
The child should sit upright on the nurse’s 
lap, if possible before a window with a 
southern exposure. 
If the examination is 
in .vie at night it is gencral'v useless to try 
to see by gaslight. 
By using a candle, 
however, held in the exam iner’s hand, 
w ith the bowl of a tablespoon for a re­ 
flector, and to keep the glare from the ex­ 
am iner’s eyes, a good light can be thrown 
into the mouth. 
W hen this is not to be 
had, I have used a lighted match. 
Some 
small object like this is much more satis­ 
factory than a large lamp that cannot "be 
well regulated to the movements of the 
child. 
If the child is young its hands 
should always be held, in order to avoid 
interference at the critical moment. Some­ 
times a child will refuse to open its mouth 
at all. 
In such a ease the nose may be 
held until the mouth is partly opened for 
air, when the depresser can be quickly 
slipped in and the parts brought to view. 
The diphtheritic false membrane is often- 
est seen first upon the tonsils and pillars , 
of the palate, hence these parts must be 
subjected to careful scrutiny. 
The whole 
throat is usually reddened and inflamed, 
but some hours after the beginning of the 
disease a slightly-raised patch appears at 
some part, which is the first manifestation 
of a diphtheritic false membrane. 
The false membrane has a grayish-white 
color, and not only lies upon but deeply 
penetrates the mucous memb-ane, upon 
which it is situated. 
Persons often in­ 
quire why Jiptheritic false membrane can­ 
not be easily detached when in plain sigh’. 
•The mucous membrane of the part is so 
penetrated by the false membrane that an 
ulcerated bleeding surface is left behind 
when it is forcibly detached. 
I 'pon this 
raw surface diphtheritic membrane will 
quickly reform, thicker than ever, from 
the irritation to which the part has been 
subjected. 
It is like trying to tear up 
grass without disturbing the soil in which 
the roots are grounded. 
We only renew 
the strength of the false membrane, as 
irritation of all kinds provokes its growth 
and spread. 
The false membrane consists of a coagu­ 
lated, tenacious substance, called fibrin, 
th at is exuded from the blood-vessels as a 
result of diphtheritic inflammation, of de­ 
generated epithelial cell*, of pus, and 
small living organisms called bacteria. 
Decomposition of the false membrane be­ 
gins in a few days, when it softens and 
changes to a dirty-brown color. 
Its separ­ 
ation is effected by the secretions of the 
mucous membrane, and is usually gradual 
and accompanied by a sort of liquefaction. 
T he edges of the diphtheritic path are 
thinner than the center, and surrounded 
by red, inflamed mucus membrane. 
The 
severity and danger of an attack of dipth- 
eria depend largely upon the extent of the 
false membrane and its tendency to spread 
to the structures outside of the throat. 
W nen the diphtheritic membrane ¡«only 
situated uj>on the tonsils the disease is not 
apt to he se vere. 
The reason of this is 
th at the breathing is not much interfered 
with, and, as the absorbents are not active 
in the tonsils, the poison will not reach 
the blood in large quantity. 
If the false 
membrane spreads up or down, however, 
the results arc serious. 
Sometimes the false membrane will ex­ 
tend downward, reaching the larynx, or 
opening of the windpipe, and cover over 
the vocal cords. 
This is a very fatal ac­ 
cident, as suffocation is caused by closure 
of the air passages bv false membrane. 
The croupy symptoms come on gradually. 
A t first there is a slight huskiness of the 
voice and rather a hoarse cough, but uo 
interference with breathing. 
Soon, how­ 
ever, the child feels the want of air as the 
membrane fills up the air-paasage. 
Rest­ 
lessness, with a worried look in the face, 
comes on, and the cough has a suppressed 
sound. 
The voice 
whispering and is fin 
struggle for air becomes more intense the 
soft parts of the chest suck in with each 
inspiration, and the extremities become ' 
blue. 
These patients almost always die, 
unless surgical means of relief to open the 
windpipe are employed, and even then a 
large proportion perish. 
I t may take 
several days for diphtheria croup to come 
to a fatal termination. 
The symptoms are 
gradual, but slowly and surely progressive. 
N ot infrequently the false membrane 
spreads no alone the pillars of the balate 


covering the uvula and finally reaching up 
to the back of thenose. 
As the absorbents 
ot the nose are very active, when this or­ 
gan is involved by the false membrane the 
poison is quickly carried to all parts of the 
system. This being a grave condition, it 
is well to recognize it as soon as possible. 
It is very difficult to look into the nose and 
see the false membrane, but there are ways 
in which we may recognize its presence. 
As ftated above, the false 
membrane 
usually invades the nose from behind by 
creeping up the pillars of the palate. 
W hen, therefore, we see the false mem­ 
brane so extending and involving the upper 
part of the soft palate, it must of necessity 
next involve the nose. 
The presence of 
another symptom at this time will make 
certain our suspicion—namely, the begin­ 
ning of a discharge of this mucus from the 
nose, very often tinged with blood. Thedis- 
charge keeps increasing, and causes much 
irritation around the nostrils and on the 
upper lip. 
Crusts may here form, uuder 
which th e skin will be deeply excoriated. 
The occurrence of nasal diphtheria is al­ 
ways accompanied by an increased sever­ 
ity of the general disease. 
All cases of diphtheria should lie under 
the care of a competent physician, as in­ 
deed every case of cold or inflammation 
about the "throat. 
But there are certain 
simple hygienic rules that can be followed 
until one is procured. 
Children with 
diphtheria, no m atter how mild, should be 
put to bed and kept there until all m ani­ 
festations of the disease have ceased. 
W alking eases of mild diphtheria not 
only infect others, but are liable Ufdanger­ 
ous symptoms, notably croup. 
The diph­ 
theritic false membrane runs along in­ 
flamed surfaces, and if the child, by being 
exposed to draughts, contracts a slight 
bronchitis, the membrane will 
almost 
surely descend and produce suffocation. 
It is "a fact th at croup is especially liable 
to complicate mild cases of diphtheria. 
Kidney trouble or sudden heart failure is 
more apt to affect children who are out of 
bed. 
To relieve local inflammation and help 
the separation of false membrane it is well 
to apply large, hot flax-seed meal poultices 
to the "neck. 
The false membrane must 
be 
frequently 
disinfected 
by sprays 
containing 
carbolic 
acid 
or 
other 
disinfectants. 
As 
diphtheria 
is 
an 
exhausting disease, large quantities of 
milk and beef tea may be administered to 
keep up the strength. 
It is best to give 
no solid food. 
The object of medicinal treatm ent is to 
elim inate the poison as much as possiole 
from the body, and at the same time coun­ 
teract its effect on the system.

THEY DON’T HANG GENTLEMEN. 


In d ign ation o f “ C olonel C arter, o f Car- 
ter sv llle .” 
“To give you an idea, suh,” the Colonel 
continued, “of what we Southern people 
sufle’d immediately after the fall ot the 
Confederacy, late me state a ease that 
eatne under my own observation. 
“Colonel 
Temple Taleott, of Fokeer 
county, V irginia, came into Talcottville 
one mornin’, snh—a town settled by his 
ancestors—ridin’ upon his horse— or rather 
a mule, suh, belonging to his overseer. 
Colonel Taleott, suh, belonged to one of 
the vehy fust families in Virginia. 
He 
was a son of Jedge Thaxton Taleott, suh, 
and grandson of General Snowden Stafford 
Taleott of the Revolutionary W ar. 
Now, 
suh, let me tell you right here that the 
Taleott blood is as blue as the sky. and 
every gentleman bearin’ the name 
is 
known all over the county, sub, as a man 
whose honor is dearer to him than his 
life, and whose word is as good as his 
bond. 
W ell, suh, on this mornin’ Colonel 
Taleott left his plantation in charge of his 
overseer—he was workin’ it on shares— 
and iode through his estates to his ances­ 
tral town, some five miles distant. 
It is 
true, suh, these estates were no longer in 
his name, but that had no bearin’ on the 
events that followed; he ought to have 
owned them, and would have done so but 
for some veliy ungentlemanly fo’closure 
proceedin’s which occurred immediately 
after the war. 
‘On arriving at Talcottville the Colonel 
dismounted, handed the reins to his ser­ 
vant—or, perhaps, suh, one of the niggers 
around the do’—and entered the postotfice. 
Now, suh. let me tell you that one month 
befo’ the Government, eoutrary to the ex­ 
press wishes of a great many of our leadin’ 
citizens, had sent a Yankee postmaster to 
Talcottville to administer the postal af­ 
fairs of that town. 
No sooner had this 
man taken possession than he began to be 
exclusive, suh, and to put on airs. 
The 
vehy fust air he put on was to build a 
fence in his office and compel our people to 
transact their business through a hole. 
This, suh. in itself was vehy gallin’, for up 
to that time the mail had always been 
dumped out on the table in the stage office 
and every gentleman had he’ped himself. 
The next thing was the closin’ of his mail 
hags at a’ hour fixed by himself. 
This be­ 
came a great inconvenience to our citizens, 
who were often late in finishin’ their cor­ 
respondence, and who had always found 
our former postmaster willin’ either to 
hold the bag over until the next day or 
send it across to Drummondtown by a boy 
to catch a later train. 
“Colonel Talcott’s mission to the post- 
offi. e, suh, was to mail a letter to his factor 
in Richmond, Virginia, on business of the 
utmost importance to himself, suh, namely, 
the raisin’ of a small loan upon his share 
of the crop. 
Not the crop that was 
planted, suh, but the crop that he expected 
to plant. 
1 
“Colonel Taleott approached the hole, 
and with that Chesterfieldian 
manner 
which has distinguished the Talcotts for 
mo’ than two centuries, asked the Post­ 
master for the loan of a three-cent postage 
stamp. 
“To his astonishment, suh, he was re­ 
fused. 
“T hink of a Taleott, suh, in his own 
county town bein' refused a three-cent 
postage stamp by a low-lived Yankee, who 
had never known a gentleman in his life, 
su h ! 
The Colonel’s fust impulse, suh, was 
to haul the scoundrel through the hole 
and kearve him; but he remembered, suh, 
that he was a Taleott and could not de­ 
mean himself, and drawin’ h m self up 
again with that manner which was grace 
itself, he requested the loan of a three- 
cent postage stamp until he should com­ 
municate with his factor in Richmond, 
V irginia; and again, suh, he was refused.

A SUGGESTION FOR THE FUTURE OF 
- 
SACRAMENTO. 


Wise communities look beyond the pres- 
eut. 
Citizens of public spirit have some 
concern for the future of their home town. 
Civic pride moves the good citizen to look 
ahead and consider w hat will be and 
should be the conditions under which his 
children are to live in the city of his 
home, and what is to be the future of the 
community in which the best years of his 
life have been spent. Shall we not, then, 
in Sacramento look ahead so much as ten 
years, and take some action now for the 
Sacramento of the next decade? 
Is it too 
much to ask the people to consider some­ 
thing beyond the present, and the details 
of the moment in municipal economy? 
W e think not. 
No local question should more concern 
this city than that involving the disposal 
of its sewage. 
In a short time it will be­ 
come one that our people cannot put 
aside; it wi 11 come to the front despite 
our indifference and the manifest disin­ 
clination to face it. 
The R ecokd-Union 
has twice described the cremation system 
of disposal which is economic, and prob­ 
ably the best offered by sanitarians. 
We 
Lave also described the sewage farm or 
evaporation and tillage system, which re­ 
quires artificial power for the ejection of 
the sewage a considerable distance through 
close pipes. 
W e have now to call attention to the 
chemical system. 
It has been adopted by 
the city of Worcester, Mass., and thor­ 
oughly tested, and the demonstration of 
its economy and effectiveness has been 
made to the satisfaction of all the people. 
T he sewage is collected in large tanks, in 
which chemical precipitation is effected, 
and the effluent discharged into the Black- 
stone river so pure that the chemists say it 
m ight be drunk with safety, though, of 
course, that is intended as a figure of 
speech to emphasize the explanation. The 
solids left in the tanks are deoderized and 
removed for stim ulation of soils. 
There are several cities in Europe where 
this method is adopted and give3 entire 
satisfaction. 
There are two cities in the 
L'nited States, we believe, where crema­ 
tion of the sewage is practiced, and with 
entire success, and there are several in 
Europe. 
Cities located upon low levels, as 
is Sacramento, cannot dispose of sewage ex­ 
cept by cartage or a system of daily draw­ 
ing the m atter to a central j>oint through 
pipes, where it must be treated chemically, 
by cremation or by removal bodily. 
Now, since it will not do to think of con­ 
tinuing for many years more the system of 
retention of sewage in pits as now prac­ 
ticed here, with occasional cleaning out of 
a few, and the neglect of the vast majority, 
why would it not lie wise to set on foot a 
costless inquiry to l>e pursued, for perhaps 
two years, or even three preparatory to the 
adoption of some other than the cesspool 
method of disposal of sewage matter. 
Be­ 
fore such an inquiry will lie likely to lie 
concluded Sacramento will be in a condi­ 
tion finanacially and otherwise, to adopt 
plans for a new system of disposal, and 
which, when agreed upon will probably 
consume three or four years of time in put­ 
ting it into operation. 
The plan suggested is that the Board of 
Trustees, advised also by the City Board 
of H ealth, select a committee of, say ten or 
twelve citizens, who will consent to act as 
an examining board into all systems of 
6ewage disposal, and report its conclusions 
say at the end of one or two years. This 
procedure would not be without precedent. 
Many instances can be cited of cities that 
have appointed similar boards of public- 
spirited inquiry, to gather data and put 
questions of municipal economy and need 
into such shape, that they can be discussed 
aud understood by all the people. 
The erection of such a body would by no 
means imply the intention to adopt any 
plan reported, or the plunging of the city 
into debt, or the expenditure yerv early of 
any large sum. The ■ Commission sug­ 
gested would be purely public-spirited, 
stimulated to service by civic pride, and 
acting for the benefit of all the people. It 
would be put to no further expense than 
such as postage and correspondence in­ 
volve, in order to open up communication 
with cities where the several plans of sew­ 
age disposal have been tried, and to secure 
the details of the plans of the engineers in 
America and Europe who have suggested 
in years past methods of merit. 
The information 
such 
a 
committee 


co u ld coHect would be of the utmost j 
value, and of the greatest usefulness to ( 
S acram en to , whenever she feels able to ( 


a d o p t 
a p ro p e r sewage sy stem — a thing 


that all thoughtful citizens concede must 
be done within the next decade. 
W e believe the scheme is feasible; that 
it is not too early to set on foot the sug­ 
gested inquiry ; that ten public-spirited, 
competent men can be found in Sacra­ 
mento who will consent to serve for the 
love they bear the city, and that the re­ 
sult of their inquiry will be prized by the 
authorities and the people as of the high­ 
est value. 
It is not probable th at the ex­ 
penses for a year of such a Commission or 
committee would exceed $200, since only 
the cost of stationery, postage, and possi­ 
bly some print’ng of letter sheets would 
lie involved. 
Au inquiry of the kind sug­ 
gested set on foot now, with one or two 
years given the committee to collect the 
desired data and make suggestions as the 
result of its examination of the city, and of 
the testimony to be gathered, would give 
dignity and character to a proceeding that 
must take some form writhin the next few 
years, and hence it would command the 
respect of the people. 
It would, in our opinion, and in view of 
what has been accomplished in many other 
cities by sim ilar procedure, be the means 
of saving to Sacramento before the close of 
the century some hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, and would result in the adoption 
within the next decade of a system of 
sewf r.ige that would make Sacramento abso­ 
lutely the best drained and sewered town 
of the State, and consequently the least 
liable to epidemics and filth diseases. Tiie 
question is, is the future of the Capital 
City worth thus much of manifestation of 
public spirit in the present? 


THE ELECTION LAW PUZZLE. 


One of the especially interesting ques­ 
tions uiider debate by the press and people 
just now, is w hether the Story method of 
counting votes shall be abandoned. 
An 
Oakland Inspector says that in his pre­ 
cinct it worked to a charm, and th at 281 
votes were counted and the whole business 
of certifying closed up by 11:30 p. m. 
M aking all allowance for time lost in get­ 
ting ready, time consumed in posting bul­ 
letins, and the time necessary to seal up 
the ballots and make out the certificates, 
the ballots must have been canvassed at 
the rate of more than one to a minute. 
T hat is three or four times as fast as it 
would have been possible to count under 
the old system. 
Five San Francisco Inspect'ors certify 
that they had no difficulty whatever in 
their precincts in rapidly ascertaining re­ 
sults. 
An election clerk who has served 
as such for twenty years in San Francisco 
tells the Bulletin that the Story system is 
better than any other, and that on Tues­ 
day last he and his Election Board worked 
it in a large precinct without a ja r or the 
slightest inaccuracy and in half the usual 
time. 
Still auother election officer gives like 
testimony, but suggests modifications of 
the forin of the tally sheets. 
Some fifteen 
or twenty Election Boards elsewhere iu 
the State certify that the new system occa­ 
sioned them no trouble. 
A thousand or 
more are not heard from, but more than 
fifteen hundred declare that the system 
did not work weli, and that they could 
not accurately tally the votes under it and 
th at they believe it to be a flat failure. 
In this city some of the most “muddled” 
returns came in from clerks who are expe­ 
rienced bookkeepers and good business 
men. 
In one of the precincts, where both 
clerks were accountants, there was not a 
single correct calculation on the tally- 
sheets. 
In that precinct the Inspector 
was a citizen who has served on Election 
Boards for a score of years. 
The San Francisco Bulletin declares that 
all the difficulty in that city was occasioned 
by the incompetency of the Inspectors, 
Judges and Clerks, and it hints broadly 
th at this incompetency and the miscount­ 
ing and general bungling there has a sus­ 
picious look, a3 if behind it all was se­ 
creted a job to undo certified results, had 
the election been very close. 
The R ecord-U nion has said that in 
theory the Story system is admirable, 
economic of time, preventive, very largely, 
of fraud, and generally, as a theoretical 
plan, without doubt w oithy of approval. 
But this journal abo said, that from evi­ 
dences before it in this city, it believed 
the system would not prove of practical 
benefit, for the reasan that competent elec­ 
tion officers cannot be had in small pre­ 
cincts in the interior under the law as it 
stands, who will study the system in ad­ 
vance, and be prepared to work it out ac­ 
cording to its rules. 
W e have no desire to see the law re­ 
pealed if any means can be devised to put 
expert accountants into the polling booths, 
or, that is, men who have been instructed j 
in the system and manifest comprehen­ 
sion of it. 
L’ntil that can be done, the ; 
law will remain the hindrance it proved ; 
to be on the 4th inst. 
There is strength in the position assumed 
by the San Francisco Bulletin that it would 
be unwise to set aside a system adm ittedly 
good, and that is crippled only by the in­ 
ability of Election Boards to understand it. 
Now the R ecokd-Union, after further 
study of the subject and diligent inquiry 
among the election officers of Tuesday last, 
believes that there is after all a path out 
of the difficulty, and th at it c; .n be opened 
by modification of the election law passed 
by the last Legislature. 
1. 
Require th at offices named on tick­ 
ets shall occur in the order of the procla­ 
mation, and thus correspond with the 
order on the tally sheets. 
This will re­ 
move a serious obstacle to progress in 
tallying. 
2. 
Remove the restrictions that ex­ 
clude competent clerks from the Election 
Boards, because they are school teachers, 
subordinates or deputies in public offices, 
or because they may in some remote way 
have been recently in public employment. 
3. 
Remove the restriction that clerks 
must be assessed tax-payers, and thus ad­ 
m it many competent young men to clerks 
for the Boards who have not yet acquired 
projierty. 
4. 
Require the clerks to come before 
some competent person in each township, 
to be named by the Supervisors, and be in­ 
structed in the method of tallying and 
posting under the ¡aw, just prior to elec­ 
tion day; or to show that they understand 
it because of previous service. 
In this way it will be possible to put 
into each Election Board at least one per- j 
son familiar with the tally system of the 
new law; to lessen the friction occasioned 


by the disagreement between tally sheets 
and tickets not in the 
order of the 
offices; and to remove most of the fear 
now entertained of blundering and errors 
in tallying and posting. 
L'nless the Election Boards can be made 
intelligently fam iliar with the credit and 
debit system of the new law, the Story 
plan will continue to prove a hindrance 
and source of infinite frictibn and of heavy 
cost. 
W e believe th at clerks can be in­ 
structed quickly in the system and that 
enough bright men can be secured in each 
precinct for each election to receive the 
instruction, if the restrictions now exclud­ 
ing them are removed. 


THE NEW R IVER COMMISSION. 


There is ground for hope th at the Fed­ 
eral Government will presently act affirm­ 
atively and vigorously in treating the 
Sacramento and Feather rivers, with a 
view to improving their navigability and 
conserving the carrying capacity of the 
streams. 
The promise made at W ashington to the 
delegation of the R iver Convention has 
been faithfully kept, and three distin­ 
guished engineers have been appointed by 
the Secretary of W ar to report whether 
the rivers need improvement, and if so, to 
what extent and what should be the action 
of the Government 
By this appointment 
the Federal authority is again committed 
to the proposition that it is the duty of 
the General Government to care for these 
streams and prevent their degeneration. 
It is scarcely possible to think of the 
examining board making any other than a 
report favorable to the Government enter­ 
ing upon the work of reclaiming the riv­ 
ers to a return to their original usefulness. 
But it i s the part of wisdom for the friends 
of the rivers to promptly do all th at can 
be done properly, to secure such a report. 
The R iver Convention Executive Commit­ 
tee, which met in this city last night, 
the ¡state R iver Exam ination Commission 
and the office of the State Engineer, possess 
invaluable data officially gathered, that 
should be laid before the Board ol Federal 
Engineers. 
T hat body will undoubtedly 
give the Convention Committee and the 
State Commission a hearing also, besides 
making an official examination of the 
streams. 
The hope may be entertained that the 
new board will get to work so early that a 
report can be sent on to the *Var D epart­ 
ment before the adjournment of the present 
Congress. 
It is true that there is but lit­ 
tle time in which to do this, hut fortu­ 
nately the Commission will prosecute its 
work during a period that will enable it 
to observe the river at both low aud high 
stages of w ater; it will be able to avail it­ 
self of the experience of Colonel Mendell 
and Major Iluer, the recent report of the 
latter having strongly recommended that 
the Government take hold of the river 
work. 
It will be able to examine and use 
the official surveys made during a period 
of six or seven years by the State Engi­ 
neering Department, and will have before 
it the official records of the State Commis­ 
sion for exam ination of the rivers. 
W ith 
these aids to full knowledge of the condi­ 
tions, it is reasonable to hope for a report 
within the next three months. 
If that 
can be had it is possible that Congress may 
be induced to appropriate money for the 
beginning of the great work early in 189L 
To the achievement of such a result the 
people may well bring all proper influ­ 
ences to bear. 
Engineering Commissions 
of the Federal Government are proverbi­ 
ally slow of action, because the greatest 
care and caution are enjoined upon them, 
and they are held to strict accountability 
for their recommendations. The engineer’s 
training is one of exactness and delibera­ 
tion in all official action, and hence they 
proceed with exceeding detail and careful­ 
ness. 
All this is well, and especially 
necessary in looking into new questions 
and conditions; but in this case the ques­ 
tions relating to the restoration of our 
rivers to full navigability are old ; all the 
surveys th at have been made are of record 
and the State has accumulated exhaustive 
data upon the subject and put it into com­ 
pact and orderly form, which, if examined 
by the Federal Commission will greatly 
expedite its labors. 
But if we cannot have a report from the 
new Engineering Board as early as the 
first of February, one will certainly be 
made prior to the assembling of the next 
Congress in December of next year, so that 
within eighteen months we may expect 
river improvement to be ordered by legis­ 
lation. 


E x - S p e a k e r K e i f e r is a Republican 
leader. 
He does not share the view that 
the people voted at the recent election 
under misapprehension of the M cKinley 
bill regarding the increase in prices. 
Mr. 
M cKinley, Senator Sherman 
and Mr. 
Lodge hold th at the panic about high 
prices was artificial and that prices were 
sent up w ithout reason; but Mr. Keifer 
says that had he believed what the Re­ 
publican stump speakers asserted he would 
have voted the Democratic ticket. 
The 
consensus of opinion among Republican 
statesmen is th at the late defeat was due 
to a belief entertained th at the new bill 
does raise prices unnecessarily. 
There is, 
in consequence, a strong tide setting in, 
now that the election is over, in favor of 
Mr. Blaine’s 
reciprocity policy. 
T hat 
statesman has him self said that he was 
dissatisfied with the bill as it passed, and 
is pushing the reciprocity scheme before 
the people with renewed vigor. 
A ll the 
indications are that upon th at line newT 
tariff debate will shape itself, and that it 
will vindicate the prescience of the Secre­ 
tary as to the wisest policy of the country 
and which he has outlined sharply in his 
speeches and letters in maintenance of his 
reciprocity doctrine. The Chicago Journal, 
a Republican exjionent, does not hesitate 
to say that the party must reform its tariff 
schedules with a view to meeting a policy 
th at the people demand, and among them 
is a very large body of true Republicans 
whose voices cannot be ignored.

to constitute cause of action, and also on 
the ground th at the properly sued for was 
not properly described. 
Judge Van Fleet 
exam ined the com plaint and took 
the 
m atter under advisem ent.

T he G overnor did a brisk business in the 
pardon line yesterday. 
H e directed that 
four persons be discharged from prison, 
and also com m uted the sentences of two 
others, one of w hom is C. R. Clark, w ho in 
1885 
killed a m an nam ed W ainw right 
who h ad m arried his (C lark’s) divorced 
wife. 
G overnor Y.'aterman, in giving his rea­ 
sons for com m uting C lark's sentence from 
life im prisonm ent to ten years, stated th at 
he had received letters from A. L. H art, J. 
T. Carey an d other law yers engaged on 
either side of the case, favoring the appli­ 
cation, and also a statem ent from Judge T. 
B. M cFarland, w ho was presiding Judge 
at th e tim e o f C lark’s conviction and 
passed sentence upon him . 
Inasm uch as 
tne letter of Judge M cFarland em bodies 
the chief facts, connected w ith a tragedy 
which caused considerable stir at the tim e 
—but has now been alm ost forgotten—it is 
given below. 
T h eJu d g e wrote: 
Mr. C lark w as tried before m e w h ile S uperior 
Ju d g e of S acram ento, som e four or five years 
ago, a n d w as co n v icted o f m u rd e r lor shooting 
a n d k illin g oue W ainw right, w ho h a d recently- 
m arried C ia rk s wife. 
W hile as a Ju d g e I w ould 
not h av e been w arran ted in g ra n tin g a new- 
tria l on th e grounds th a t th e ev id en ce d id not 
ju stify th e verdict, still I confess doubts o f 
C a rk ’s g uilt. 
T here w as, how ever, a su b stan ­ 
tia l coiiiiict of ev id en ce, an d ia such a ease, 
w here no e rro r o f law h a s been com m itted, 
n e ith e r a trial C ourt nor au a p p ellate C ourt can 
set aside a v erd ict w ith o u t a p lain u su rp atio n of 
pow er.

ger was innocent. 
H ence his pardon. 
Charles Fitzgerald was convicted of ro b ­ 
bery in Santa Clara in 1889, and w ent up 
tor two years. 
T he real culprit has since 
m ade affidavit that Fitzgerald was inno-. 
ceot, and it appears that this was another 
case of “som ebody m ust 
be convicted.’’ 
The Governor very properly orders his 
pardon. 
E dw ard Jones was sentenced to 250 days 
in A ugust last for having visited'a house of 
ill fam e in San Fraccisco. 
T his was such 
a flagrant assault upon the rights and priv­ 
ileges of an A m erican youth th at he had 
no trouble in securing any num ber of 
nam es to his petition for pardon. T he 
G overnor, in granting his prayer, says: 
“The 
circum stances 
attending 
Jones' 
trouble have been fully explained to me, 
and I consider him entitled to clem ency.” 
T he ten years' sentence of T hom as Lan- 
gan, for m anslaughter, com m iited in San 
Francisco in 1889, was reduced to five 
years.

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THOMPSOS’YILLE. 


A N ew Y ork W riter S iies It U p —N ew 
M ethods o f C ourtship. 
[From the New York Tribune.] 
There is no mistake more commonly 
made than that of confounding effects that 
are purely natural with those brought 
about by custom. 
Thus it is asserted that 
man clothes himself instinctively, whereas 
a little thought ought to convince anyone 
that, leaving out the element of cold 
weather, man wears clothing purely as a 
m atter of custom handed down for gener­ 
ations. 
It has been often asserted, too, 
and generally believed, that man is the 
natural protector of woman: and that, in 
that most interesting period of human life, 
courtship, it is altogether natural for him 
to make the advances. 
But all this has 
been proved erroneous by Thompsonville, 
Conn. 
In Thompsonville there are large car­ 
pet factories in which great numbers of 
girls and women are 
employed. 
The 
work they do cannot be done so well by 
men, and consequently they command bet­ 
ter wages than do the men. 
Indeed, there 
is little demand for men in the factories, 
while women may always obtain employ­ 
ment. 
Consequently we need not be sur­ 
prised to find the family life largely re­ 
versed from that to which we are accus­ 
tomed. 
Being able to earn more than her 
husband, the wife naturally goes to the 
factory, whi'e her husband stays at home 
and does the housework, keeps up the 
sewing, takes care of the baby, and per­ 
forms the other usual household duties 
which generally devolve 
on the wife. 
T his is not so surprising, as, after all, it is 
purely a matter of money, and the same 
state of affairs obtains in many other New 
England factory villages. 
But we find on 
exam ination that in Thompsonville the 
whole 
social 
system is reversed, 
and 
woman lias her rights and a great deal 
m ore; in fact, it may be said of Thomp- 
sonville that it is a place where women 
accumulate and men decay. 
Possessed of an independent income 
from her labor in the mills, and stim u­ 
lated and embo'dened by numbers, the 
ThompsonvMle young lady lias developed 
into a new and interesting creature. 
She 
has taken entire charge of the m atter of 
courtship, 
and 
naturally some 
novel 
changes have been brought about. 
It is a 
common thing in Thompsonville to see a 
young man hurrying to finish up the sup­ 
per dishes on the evening when expecting 
a call from the young lady who is ‘‘paying 
attention” to him. 
The young ladies of 
course escort their young men to the thea­ 
ter and to balls, parties and so forth. 
But 
th e most interesting point is, perhaps, the 
changes which the system has brought 
about in the young men. 
The Thompson­ 
ville young man is different from any 
other young man known to science. 
Se­ 
cure in his position and knowing usually 
that half a dozen ladies are anxious for his 
hand, he has become coquettish with an 
inclination toward frivolity. 
H e is some­ 
times known to encourage attentions from 
a young lady when he is already engaged 
to"another, with ’he evident intention of 
harrowing up the souls of both. 
H e is 
much given to curling his hair, and at the 
theater has been detected taking a surrep­ 
titious look at himself in a small pocket- 
m irror ami applying a dab of powder to 
his nose with the corner of á handker­ 
chief. H e wears shoes and gloves that are 
too small him, and has developed a liking 
for candy. 
The Thompsonville young lady, on the 
other hand, as we have intim ated, has be­ 
come an independent and rather aggres­ 
sive person, well able to take care of her­ 
self and a husband. 
She has, the public 
wil! be pleased to learu, developed but few 
of the bad habits kuowu to young men of 
other communities and neither smokes nor 
drinks. 
Of course the Thompsonville 
young luen have given up all such habits 
as these, so the change has certainly 
brought improvement in this respect. We 
suppose that there could he no more inter­ 
esting sight than that of a Thompsonville 
young lady making an oiler of marriage to 
a Thompsonville young man. 
This is not, 
of course, anything which can very well 
be actually seen, but that it happens often 
is attested by the frequency with which 
the young ladies of that town lead blush­ 
ing young men to the altar. 
It would seem that Thompsonville must 
be an excellent place for a woman’s rights 
advocate to contemplate. 
H ere woman 
has 
nearly all of her 
rights. 
A be­ 
liever in woman’s rights would here find 
but one pathetic sight. 
W e refer to the 
occasion when, on election 
day, each 
young lady drives to the polls with the 
young man in whom she feels an interest 
and allows him to cast his vote. 
This is a 
sad sight and one which, we presume, will 
be done away with in the course of time. 


Aii A d ven ture w ith Sioux. 
An old trapper tells this story of early 
Minnesota days in Forest and Stream : 
The man of the Lake Talcott party about 
this time came in also for a team to move 
their outfit home, leaving the two boys to 
take care of things until his return. 
A 
warm muggy day came while he was ab­ 
sent, and the boys, attending to their traps 
and carrying their guns around during the 
day, got them l>oth wet, and, bovlike, ne­ 
glecting to clean and dry them in order to 
render them sure fire when needed, lay 
down to sleep in their bed without remov­ 
ing their clothing, only drawing off their 
boots. 
Their cabiu door opened outward, 
and just at daylight, shortly after they 
awoke, they observed their door opening 
and saw an Indian swing it around and 
set a stick against it and then spring back 
and raise his gun alongside two others who 
stood with guns presented. 
A t the first 
sight of the Indian the Ixiys sprang from 
their bed, and while in the act of throw­ 
ing off the covering and springing to their 
feet the savages fired. The distance was 
not over filteen feel (1 afterward examined 
the grouml carefully), and while it could 
not again have been done in a thousand 
times’ trying without both being killed, 
the only hurt either sustained was a flesh 
wound by a small bullet through the calf 
of one of their legs. 
Seizing their guns, 
the boys aimed and snapped,but both guns 
failed to go. 
Instantly the thought of 
running, while yet thegunsof the Indians 
were empty, came to their minds, and with 
a word to each other they sprang through 
the low door and rushed for the prairie. 
As they did so, one or more charges 
(probably 
from 
double-barreled 
guns) 
greeted their rush ter the open air, and 
the unwounded boy, lom K irkpatrick, had 
a bullet part the hair and graze the skin 
of his forehead. 
As the Indians ran after them the boys 
presented their gun», and after this maneu­ 
ver had been a few times re la te d the 
wretched cowards turned hack to plunder 
the camp, and the boys were left to make 
their journey of forty miles to the settle­ 
ments in thf ir stocking feet over the burnt 
grass stubs of the prairie. 
In the afternoon the wounded boy de­ 
clared his inability to proceed further, and 
requested Tom to go to the settlement and 
bring a wagon out for him. 
Tom accord­ 
ingly hurried on, aud just about sunset, 
while descending the river just above the 
town of Jackson (which town, by the way, 
consisted alone of a frontier jxjstoffice), 
just as he reached the crest of a low hill 
and glanced acro-s the ravine to the sum­ 
m it of the next hill in front, he saw five 
Sioux, who, catching sight of him at the 
same instant, came for him on the run, 
spreading their line like an opening fan as 
they ran. 
Tom turned and ducked down 
behind the hill, and instead of runniug 
d iwii towaid the river, turned and run up 
it and out on the high prairie, where, 
providentially for him, stood an old de­ 
serted field which had belonged to a Nor­ 
wegian set'ler murdered in the last massa­ 
cre, and which, now surrounded by a high 
rail fence, was occupied by a dense crop of 
tall weeds. 
Tom sprang over the fence, 
and in his peril and fright not forgetting 
to carefully part the weeds in front of each 


sten and close them together behind him, 
worked his way well out into the field and 
fell fiat. Soon an Indian, quickly followed 
bv two others, appeared perched on the 
top of the fence, where for minutes, which 
doubtless were anxious ones for Tom, they 
surveyed the apparently unbroken expanse 
of weeds, and at length to his great relief 
turned back toward the river. 
Lying 
quietly until darkness shrouded his move­ 
ments! Tom made his way out of the field 
into the prairie, and making a wide de­ 
tour reached the house of a friendly settler 
a few miles down the river, where just be­ 
fore morning the other boy pul in an ap­ 
pearance, having been unable to rest in the 
cold of approaching night, but compelled 
thereby to keep moving, and doubtless 
passing the other Indians in the ravine.

HIS CRIM ES. 


A D ish on est F x-C u stoin s O fficer Surren­ 
d ers to th e A u th orities. 
S e a t t l e (Wash ), November 13th.—Chas. 
L. Terry, ex Uuited 8tates Customs Inspec­ 
tor, who became notorious for smuggling 
while performing his duties as an Inspeo 
tor, and who has been atsant from the 
United States for several years, for the rea­ 
son that two or three indictm ents were 
standing against him. returned quietly to 
Seattle last ti ght and informed his frieuds, 
and iater he appeared at the office oi United 
Sta'es Commissioner Spriggs aud gave him ­ 
self u p . 
Terry cim ss back to throw him self upon 
the meicies of the Government. 
He was 
taken in charge by a Deputy Sheriff, and 
was later on releas<d on $500 bail. He 
was associated with E. A. Gardner, oace of 
Seattle, but now serving a fourteen-year 
sentence in the New York Penitentiary fot 
smuggling $25,000 worth of opium from 
Victoria. 
Two indictm ents were rendered against 
Terry at Tacoma prior to Gardner’s arrest, 
and he skipped. He went to Victoria, 
where he has ever since resided. 
When 
there he professed religion, jn d er the 
preaching of Moody, and was induced to 
surrender to the Government. He ofler^ 
valuable lauds in Seattle as a partial settle 
mem for his thefts. 
Judge Green, to whom Terry first went 
and signified his willingness to sutler tor 
his wroDg-doing, said Terry had come back 
to make a clean and manly breast of every­ 
thing that was against him.

O’Sullivan is represented as sayiDg that 
he was in ignorance of an intent to kill 
the doctor, having been repeatedly assured 
by Coughlin that the purpose was to secure 
from Cronin documents valuibie to the 
Irish cause, and of which Cronin was 
treacherously in possession. 
Burke, Cooney, "The Fox,” and O’anlli- 
van wpre in the Carlson Cottage as the 
doctor drove up, but O’SuUivan, not liking 
the actions of Burke and Cooney, went 
out, undecided what to do. 
When he 
finally made up his mind and returned 
Cronin was lying on the tioor apparently 
dead. Coughlin came in and began kick­ 
ing the body, only desisting when O’Sulli­ 
van threatened to shoot him . The ice-man 
then claims to have left the cottage. 
It is stated that the confession is writteo, 
but that in verbal form it has been several 
days in the possession of the Croniu prose­ 
cution.

A GAIN OF A POUND A DAY IN THE 
CASE OF A MAN WHO HAS BECOME “ ALL 
RUN DOWN,” AND HAS BEGUN TO TAKE 
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[From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. | 
A ll true believers are required, once in 
a lifetime at least, to make the pilgrimage 
to Mecca and Medina. 
To Mohammed­ 
ans three cities are sacred—Mecca, the 
Prophet’s birthplace; Medina, the place 
of his tomb, and Jerusalem , the scene of 
C hrist’s labors and sufferings; for, to the 
Mohammedans, Christ is a prophet only 
less esteemed than Mohammed himself. 
Pilgrimages to Jerusalem are not incul­ 
cated by the law of Mohammedanism, hut 
pilgrimages to the other two holy cities 
are indispensible to Moslem salvation. 
They are made as often as possible, hut 
must be made at least once, although, to 
be sure, it is asserted by some Moham­ 
medan doctrinaires th at one may be saved 
w ithout having made the pilgrimage; but 
the risk is too great, so every one of the 
faithful makes a special point as early as 
possible in his career of “doinj*” the holy 
cities. 
Mecca was holy for ages before the time 
of Mohammed, and even before th e Chris­ 
tian era. 
Arabs from all parts of the 
peninsula tunde pilgrimages thither, to 
the great temple which stood on the site 
of the famous Mohammedan Mosque. The 
temple was filled with idols, there being, 
it is said by some writers, uot less than 7U0 
images in the temple, which, however, 
were all destroyed by order of the Prophet, 
who continued the pilgrimages and allowed 
the Moslems still to reverence the Kaaba, 
which is therefore the only ielic of pagan­ 
ism to be seen in Mecca. 
H e thus made it 
an exclusively Mohammedan city; so ex­ 
clusive, in fact, that it would be polluted 
even by the presence of an infidel. 
Three notable infidels have, however, at 
different times visited the Holy City— 
Burekhardt in 1813, Burton in 1S52, and 
M altzan in 1802—all of whom, disguised 
as Mohammedans, made I he pilgrimage, 
and each wrote out his experience for the 
benefit of his fellow-countrymen. 
About 
ten years ago the Khedive of Egypt made 
the tour of the holy cities, and the French 
papers secured correspondents among the 
Egyptian Mohammedans who accompanied 
this prince, and thus for the first time ob­ 
tained reliable material for illustrating 
these notable and hitherto unknown spots. 
Numbers of photographs were brought 
back by an am ateur Mohammedan pho­ 
tographer, and thus the pictorial informa­ 
tion we have concerning Mecca and Me­ 
dina is as reliable as photography can 
make it. 
Of course, neither of the three 
travelers mentioned could bring back with 
him sketches of the localities he visited, 
since it was as much as a man’s life was 
worth in those places to be seen doing any­ 
thing so civilized as sketching; so the 
information gained by means of the pho­ 
tographs is at once unique and inter­ 
esting. 
Mecca is situated in the heart of Arabia, 
about sixty-five miles from Jeddah, its port 
on the Bed Sea. 
The city is located in a 
valley, and from gate to gate is about two 
and one-half miles long by over half a 
mile wide to the foothills on either side. 
The houses are described as superior to 
most of those in other parts of A rabia; 
three, and even four stories are common, 
and, w hat is remarkable in an Oriental 
town, the windows open on the streets. 
The furniture is also much Itctter than is 
common in the East, but both windows 
and furniture are for the benefit of travel­ 
ers, for Mecca is as much a city of board­ 
ing-houses as W ashington. 
The streets 
are broad, hut unpaved; in summer are 
dusty, in winter muddy, and the only pub­ 
lic building of any consequence in Mecca 
is the great' Mosque. 
The Mosque is com­ 
posed of a mass of buildings surrounding, 
an extensive court. 
The buildings com­ 
prise apartments for the Governor and 
other officials of the Mosque, aud for the 
swarm of minor servants, eunuchs and 
slaves who care for the buildings and 
grounds, and barracks for the guards. 
W ithin the buildings is a colonnade run­ 
ning entirely round the interior court. 
It 
is said that upwards of 500 columns, from 
IS to 20 feet high, are comprised within 
this structure. 
Every four columns sup­ 
port an arch surmounted by a dome, and 
the columns themselves are of all sorts of 
stone, being the gift of princes and the 
plunder of temples, ancient aud modern. 
Side by side may be seen a column of 
porphyry or malachite from a Byzantine 
church, sent as a present by the Sultan to 
the great Mosque, and columns of marble 
stolen from the Greek temples on the 
Acropolis. 
H ere are columns brought from Jeru ­ 
salem, from Palmyra, from Babylon, from 
Egypt, even some of Spanish architecture, 
and owing to the ignorance of the builders, 
placed upside down, from Spanish churches 
in Cordova. 
W alls and arches are painted 
in gaudy stripes of yellow, white and blue, 
so that the interior presents a singularly 
brilliant appearance. 
In the center of the 
court is the Kaaba, a cubical structure 3G 
feet long, 28 feet wide, and 40 feet high. 
It is of gray granite, and the present edi­ 
fice was built in the seventeenth century 
on the site, and of the materials, of one 
which was destroyed by a flood shortly be­ 
fore. 
It is said that the building has been 
often renewed, but no m atter how fre­ 
quently rebuilt, one portion is always, and 
has always been, the same—the black stone 
in one angle which gives its name to the 
structure. 
This Kaaba—for the stone is 
known by the same name as the building— 
is believed to have fallen from heaven. 
B urekhardt says it looked like a piece of 
lava; Burton declared it to be an aerolite; 
but whichever it is, it is worn smooth by 
the lips and hands of innumerable wor­ 
shipers. 
The building itself is covered 
with a pall of black silk embroidered with 
texts from the Koran. 
This cover is re­ 
newed once every year, or upon the acces­ 
sion of a new Sultan, and very im portant 
articles of export from Mecca are the bits 
of the old covers, which, cut into pieces 
about six inches square, are each sold for 
about 81 of our money, an enormous price 
in Arabia, where everything is cheap. 
A 
Sultan, on his accession to the throne, 
i makes a present of a new cover to the 
Kaaba, and as the receipts from selling the 
I old covers are the perquisites of the offi­ 
cials of the Mosque, they are rarely slow 
¡ to remind the Prince of his duty in this 
, regard. 
As soon as the pilgrim arrives in Mecca, 
: and even before he secures lodgings or at­ 
tends to any secular duties whatever, he 
; visits the mosque and there recites certain 
i prayers appropriate to his arrival. 
After 
refreshment, however, the business of de­ 
votion begins in earnest, and consists in 
walking round the Kaaba an immense 
; number of times, reciting prayers the 
; while and kissing the stone at intervals, of 
; prayer in the court of the mosque with 
! the face turned to the holy stone, and of 
prayer in the interior of tíie Kaaba build- 
¡ ing. 
The door of the Kaaba is four or 
• live feet from the ground, and reached by 
I a flight of steps which, during all but 
i three days in the year, are kept in a pri­ 
vate room in the Mosque. 
Three days in 
each year is the building opened, one day 
for men, one for women and one to be 
cleansed and purified by the servants of 
the mosque. 
There is nothing in the 
building in the nature of altar, and the 
walls are decorated only with inscriptions 
from the Koran, hut to pray in this holy 
I building is the most meritorious act a 


Mohammedan can perform, and as soon as 
the door is opened there is a rush in which 
men are frequently trampled to death. 
I i the pavement near the door of the 
Kaaba there is a hollow which marks the 
spot where Abraham and Ishmael made 
the cement to huilil the original hoiy- 
house. 
A few steps away are the graves 
of llag ar and Ishmael, partly encircled by 
a wall oi marble. 
In the same court is 
the well Zemzem, believed by the Moslems 
to be the well of H a p r. 
I’he water is 
heavy, and promotive of indigestion, hut it 
is the best to be found in all Central 
Arabia, for most of the water in that coun­ 
try is either brackish or highly charged 
with some description of salts. 
The water 
of the Zemzem is believed to have medic­ 
inal qualities, and is highly esteemed by 
the Moslems and used in all cases of illness, 
many of the travelers carrying away with 
them bottles tilled with it, as presents to 
friends not so fortunate as to make the 
pilgrimage, or for the more selfish purpose 
of having their bodies, after death, washed 
with this most precious fluid. 
Burek­ 
hardt tells a story of his landlord, a Mec­ 
can householder, who became ill of some 
dropsical complaint, and every day crawled 
to the well and drank al. he could possibly 
swallow. Of course, he grew worse, and 
in a few days was at death’s door, when 
he declared" in solemnly pathetic tones his 
conviction that his condition was owing to 
the fact that he could not hold enough of 
the sacred water to do him any good. 
The holy places near Mecca are num er­ 
ous, for it should be understood that 
heavy fees are paid by pilgrims on per­ 
forming any duty whatever in a mosque or 
other holy resort, and the more numerous 
the mosques the greater the gains of the 
Mecci n residents. Hence the whole coun­ 
try in the vicinity of Mecca is studded 
with little mosques, each hallowed by 
some real or fancied association. 
H ere is 
the cave of Mohammed where his revela­ 
tions were received; there the hill from 
which he ascended to heaven, and yonder 
the valley in which he alighted on his 
return. 
Not far from the city is Maala, 
where are the graves of his father and 
mother, and close to them the burial places 
of several of his wives. 
But about twelve 
miles from Mecca is the most holy hill of 
Arafat, anil no pilgrim can claim that his 
pilgrimage has been performed until he 
has climbed to the stony summit of this 
peak and there listened to a sermon by the 
cherif of the Meccan mosque. 
The hill 
is holy, first, from the fact th at Adam was 
created there; secondly, because he found 
Eve there, and thirdly, because, having 
lost her after the expulsion irom Eden 
and sought her in vain during 120 years, 
he found her on the summit of Arafat. 
Not far from here she was buried and her 
tomb is still a place for pilgrimages. 
The 
hill is about 200 feet high, and at the top 
is a pulpit from which the annual sermon 
is delivered. 
The difficulties and miseries of a pil­ 
grim ’s life are very great. 
From the time 
he begins his pilgrimage until its conclu­ 
sion in Mecca he must wear but one gar­ 
ment, and that entirely insufficient for the 
inclemencies of the season; but day or 
night it must not be changed, nor any ad­ 
dition made to it. 
H e must recite certain 
prayers at certain times; must abstain 
from all but a few well-known and simple 
articles of food ; must observe so many 
and so stringent regulations that life dur­ 
ing the period of a pilgrimage becomes 
little short of a burden. 
Besides these 
drawbacks, the cost of a pilgrimage is a 
serious matter, for all along the route from 
Jeddah to Mecca and along the principal 
caravan roads the people are very greedy, 
and as they live on the pilgrims, plunder 
them on all occasions. 
Mecca itself is not 
free from thieves and disreputable charac­ 
ters; Burekhardt had three pairs of shoes 
stolen from the court of the great mosque 
during his short stay, and his host charged 
him not only for the rooms he occupied 
and his board, hut, the day before his de­ 
parture, invited a large party of friends, 
made them a feast, and sent the bill to the 
pilgrim. 
Like the populations of all such places, 
the Meccans are a mixed race, and have 
not the highest regard either for Moham­ 
med or for his birthplace. 
It is said, 
however, th at the population of the city 
has decreased very much during this cen­ 
tury. 
A few years ago an informal census 
was taken of the pilgrims, the number be­ 
ing estimated at about 200,000, the larger 
part of whom came by caravan from vari­ 
ous parts of Arabia, while less thau 100,- 
01)0 came by Jeddah or other seaports 
from Egypt, the Soudan, the N orth of 
Africa, the Turkish Empire, India and 
Persia. 
The pilgrim may or may not visit Med­ 
ina, hut as, according to Mohammed, one 
prayer offered at his tomb is more effica­ 
cious than 1,000 offered at any other place 
gave Mecca, most of the Meccan pilgrims 
go to Medina before returning home. Me­ 
dina is in the heart of Arabia, about 250 
miles from Mecca, and is so sacred that a 
circle of twelve miles radius from the great 
mosque is a sanctuary for all offenders. 
The city has walls and a fort in the me­ 
diaeval style, aud is defended still further 
by a fortress on a hill above the town. 
The great Mosque of the Prophet is the 
central attraction. 
This is 420 feet long 
by 340 broad, and, like the Mosque of 
Mecca, consists of a mass of buildings and 
colonnades surrounding a central court. In 
the court-yard is an inclosed space of 
small area believed to have been the 
garden of Fatim a, the prophet’s daughter. 
Near by is the well where the prophet 
rested, when, worn with travel, he arrived 
in Medina in the year one of the hegira. 
Under the roof of the mosque are the 
tombs of Mohammed, Abubekr and Omar. 
They are covered by a curtain of the rich­ 
est black silk, embroidered in the same 
color. Indeed, the tombs themselves are 
never seen by any one, and it is hinted by 
some of the heretical sects of the Moham­ 
medans that there are no tombs there. 
The mosque has several times been par­ 
tially or wholly destroyed during wars and 
sieges, and rebuilt, and it is said that on 
the last occasion, in 1710, 
when the 
mosque was reconstructed for the last time, 
the workmen divulged the 
fact 
that 
beneath the silk canopy were three holes 
in the ground filled with rubbish, but 
neither bodies nor coffins. 
Medina was formerly a great Moham­ 
medan university, and there are still thirty 
schools remaining, most of which are 
conducted in the mosque, for the estates of 
Mecca and Medina are very wealthy, 
these mosques owning property in almost 
every Mohammedan city in the world. 
T he’revenues, however, from these lands 
and houses are not very large, for not only 
do the Pashas ruthlessly appropriate their 
funds whenever the necessity arises, but 
the thefts of minor officials are so numer­ 
ous that only a small portion of the reve­ 
nue finds its way to the coffers of the great 
mosque. 
The wealth of the holy cities 
was formerly much greater than it is now, 
but at no tim e was it so great as has been 
supposed. 
All travelers speak 
of the 
tawdry ornaments and the showy but 
valueless finery used in the decoration of 
mosques and tombs. 
The 
Mohammedans 
are 
zealous in 
prayer, but by no means liberal in dona­ 
tions. 
Their religion is characterized by 
a heartless formality and an intense and 
savage bigotry. 
Sincere and earnest in 
their ceremony they may be, but they 
disregard everything but ceremony. 
The 
mosques are self-supporting, or, at least, 
are presumed to be so, any why then, as 
a pilgrim asked of Burton, should the 
faithful deny themselves “to enrich a lot 
of monks?” 
Notwithstanding the visits 
of 
the 
three 
distinguished 
travelers 
named, who were hourly in peril of their 
lives during their stay in the holy places, 
Mecca and Medina are still compara­ 
tively unknown, but interest will ever be 
felt in them, from the fact that they 
represent the wildest form of a savage 
creed. 


PLOW MAKING. 
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A n Im p ortan t and In trica te In d u stry— 
L atest Im p rovem en ts, 
“Do you make plows here?” asked a 
Cincinnati Times-Star reporter of an agri­ 
cultural implement manufacturer. 
“Yes, this is the ouly place in Cincin­ 
nati where the work is done complete. We 
buy chilled steel in Pittsburg. 
It conies 
in sheets twelve feet long and any width 
ordered. 
Plow steel 
is generally one- 
fourth ot an inch thick. 
Sometimes we 
buy the different parts, such as the ‘mold- 
b o ard ,'‘bar’ and ‘share’ already cu to u t. 
The mold-board is fiat when bought, and 
must he shaped. 
So it is placed iu this 
vice, white hot, and this screw is tightened 
dowu upon it. 
The pressure gradually 
forces the flat board into its circular shape. 
The mold-board is the part which turns 
over the ‘mold’ or earth. 
It is the princi­ 
pal part of the plow, and must be curved 
¡ust right, in order to throw the soil off'. 
It should be made of the best of steel, and 
then ground and 
polished until very 
smooth. 
Some soils are hard to turn over, 
and farmers alwavs waut a good mold- 
board. 
In the West is a certain so-called 
‘gum-bow’ soil which sticks to a steel plow. 
It is very rich and productive, and is 
plowed with glass mold-boards. 
We make 
some mold-1 oards out of three layers of 
steel. 
This is a bar plow. 
Thebar, which 
gives its name to the plow, is the long 
piece of steel which is welded to the share. 
It is on the side next to the solid ground 
in plowing, and serves as a sort of runner. 
The share is first cut in a triangular form, 
aud theu shaped as you see. 
The share 
and bar are then welded together, and 
holes are drilled into the share, through 
which bolts are put, and these bolts hold 
the share in its place. 
“This long, heavy piece of wood is called 
the beam. 
All the woodwork is made of 
white oak timber. 
This heavy, upright 
piece is called a sheath. 
Form erly this 
piece was made of wood, but now it is 
generally made of iron. 
A hollow piece 
of iron, such as is used, is a great ileal 
stronger thau a straight piece of wood. 
The woodwork on a plow is first made 
square by means of a plane. 
The sharp 
corners are then cut oft' by means of this 
‘freesing* machine. 
The long, three-cor­ 
nered strip cut oft, as well as the surface it 
comes from, is called a ‘chamfer’ or ‘bevel.’ 
Chamfering is done by a peculiar kind of 
round bit of different sizes. 
After the 
handles are otherwise finished they are 
bent. 
Bending handles is a very simple 
process when once seen. 
You see that 
barrel? 
It is stuck full ot plow handles, 
which are being boiled ready for bending. 
Each end must be bent generally. 
The 
handle is first boiled for an hour, then 
taken out anil placed in a steel strap, as 
long as the handle. 
I t now has the ap 
pearance of a sled runner. 
The handle 
and strap are then placel in a groove, and 
at the end to be bent is a small wheel 
about six inches in diam ter. 
This wheel 
lias a four-inch handle attached, and this 
handle is seized and pulled down, bringing 
the pressure of the wheel upon the place 
in the handle where the crook is to be 
made. 
The handle is held down until an­ 
other workman can place a rod over the 
strap to hold it in position. 
This rod has 
a ring at each end, and these rings slip 
over the ends of the strap. 
The handle, 
still in the strap, is taken out and placed 
to one side to dry. 
After about an hour a 
man goes along and removes the handle, 
which ever after retains the bent form. 
“Theother endof the handle is now boiled 
and bent in another peculiar vise. 
This 
vise is made of wood and is placed flat on 
the ground. 
The handle is fastened in, 
and a workman seizes it on one side with a 
pair of long handled tongs. 
H e lifts on 
the tongs and thus gives the handle a 
compound curve at the end which fastens 
to the plow. 
The handle is then tightly 
wedged and left to dry in the vise. 
Bend­ 
ing handles is the most difficult thing to 
be done iu making a plow. 
After they 
are dry a workman fits them to their 
places and then fastens them securely with 
rods and bolts. 
“Here is a side-hill plow—much in de­ 
mand in hilly countries. 
Kentucky farm­ 
ers use these mostly. 
The share is shaped 
the same on both sides, and is attached to 
the bottom of the sheath by means of a 
stout hinge. 
The farmer plows to the end 
of his furrow, then turns around in his 
track into the same furrow and goes 
back. 
Before he goes he must turn his 
share over. 
H e reaches down and loosens 
a hook, tilts the plow on its beam and 
swings the share under and refastens the 
hook. This is all done quicker than it can 
be told. 
This plow has two advantages to 
the farm er; first, all the ground is sure to 
be turned over, and, second, his team al­ 
ways walks on level ground. 
H ere is a 
double Michigan plow that was put up 
by us in twelve hours. 
I t has a m ini­ 
ature plowshare on the beam in front of 
the main plow to turn sod. 
The main 
plow follows and throws the subsoil on 
top of the sod, completely burying it. 
A 
sod-cutter, or wheel of thin steel, runs 
ahead of the small ¡flow and cuts the way 
open. 
This is a ‘contractor's plow.’ 
It is 
made very heavy, and the big beam is 
nearly covered with iron. 
It requires 
from eight to twelve horses to pull it, and 
often twenty are needed. 
A contractor on 
Bond H ill is using one of these plows 
hitched to a s;eam engine. 
A nother man 
is plowing up the Madisonville pike with 
the same kind. 
H e uses a stationary en­ 
gine with a cable one-half mile long. 
This plow will go through eighteen inches 
of heavy metal. 
It sells for about §100. 
We make all sizes of grading plows such 
as these. 
They never wear out.” 
“ W hat is the life of a plow ?” 
“A good steel plow will last a farmer 
twenty years. 
There is little wear except 
on the share, and th at can be replaced.” 
“ W hat city leads in plow manufacture?” 
“Probably Moline, II)., has the largest 
works. 
Louisville, Ky., lias a big trade; 
also, H am ilton and Dayton, in our own 
State. 
The making of plows has im­ 
proved wonderfully of late. There are con­ 
stant alterations going on, and farmers are 
beginning to like improved machinery. 
Besidesbreaking-up plows, we make potato 
diggers, single shovel, double shovel and 
several other kinds of small plows. 
Yes, 
a gcod steel plow is a handy implement 
when compared with the crooked sticks 
and wooden mold boards of years ago.”
